alyzed middle Tennessee and taken a 
tell of five deaths appeared to have 
completely subsided late today. Com- 
munication lines were open in almost 
every direction, and flood waters, 
while still mounting slowly through a 
Jarge section of the storm area, of- 
fered no threat of further rise. 

The 20-foot wall of water released 
when Burgess Falls power dam on 
Falling Water river broke last night 
spent itself down a 0-mile gorge 
which was largely uninhabited and 
then joined the waters of Caney Fork 
river, which had aready spread deso- 
lation. The only serious remaining 
traffic barrier occurred here,’ with a 
Tennessee Central railroad washout 
which tied up travel on that road. 

A 65-acre lake at Monterey, which 
had threatened to break a dam almost 
60 feet high, was believed safe to- 
night, as was the power dam at Fall 
City. The Rock Island power dam 
had every flood gate open, sending an 
enormous torrent down the gorge be- 
low, but it appeared in no danger. 
The list of known dead in the whole 
storm area remained at five tonight, 
but the toll of injured mounted to sevy- 
eral score, with a number believed 
dying. 

Dam Can Be Repaired. 

Anxious questioning from all over 
the south followed the report that 
Mayland, Tenn., had been struck by a 
fornade as scores of southern girls 
had just arrived to spend the summer 


at Camp Nakarawa there. Com-

Pouring of concrete on the super- 
struciures of the Prycr street and 
Central avenue viaducts will be begun 
within SO days, it was announced 
Saturday by Alexander MacDougald, 
president of the MacDougald Con- 
struction company, contractors.

BY UTILITY PROBE 


Propaganda in Texts Is 
Condemned in Report on 
Activities of U. S. Edu- 
cational Group. | 


Minneapolis, June 30.—()—De- 
nunciation of the efforts of the pub- 
lic utility information and _ service 
bureaus’ “to carry propaganda into 
the schools’ was recommended today 
to the annual convention of the Na- 
tional Education association in the 
annual report of J. W. Crabtree, of 
Washington, seeretary of the associa- 


tion. 

In his report, Mr. Crabtree, who 
strongly censured the activities of the 
utility agencies especially in employ- 
ing college professors to.make ad- 


dresses and in revising textbooks. rec- 
ommended that the convention ap- 
point a committee to investigate the 
propaganda question, : 

Black List Agencies. 

The report also took to fask the 
“azencies” which distributed the so- 
ealled speakers’ “black list” of the 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion, because of its mention of Dgvid 
Starr Jordan, president emeritus of 
Leland Stanford university, but ex- 
pressed the view that the D. A. R. 
“was not fully aware” of the black 
list distribution. 

“While the evidence in the hearing 
of the federal trade commission is 
not yet complete,” Mr. Crabtree’s re- 
port declared in criticizing the utili- 
ties, “it appears to show that these 
utility service bureaus have attemptcd 
to carry out the definite purpose _of 
getting prapaganda into the schools; 
that they employed scores of college 
professors to lecture in schools and 
colleges; that they used their influ- 
ence through school channels and 
‘through publishers of textbooks to 
force changes in texts satisfactory to 
their purpose. . . . The selfish end is 
shown in forcing a textbook to omit 
| reference to Samuel Insull’s gift of 
thousands to political. parties. 

Overlook Insult. 

“To overlook this insult on the in- 
telligence of school authorities wouid 
open the gates for a flood of propa- 
ganda, The political party in 
power may not be condemned for its 
failure to go after the sins and 
crimes of its previous political man- 
agers and office holders but the stand- 
ards and ideals of a profession would 
not justify our association's  soft- 
pedaling a matter as grave as this, 
even though there may be the danger 
that a few educators, chance to be 
involved. 

Owing to the power of these agen- 
cies in some localities and states it 
may be unwise and dangerous for a 
given educator to raise his voice 
against what is going on. But there 
is no such handicap on the actions 
of this association as a whole.” 

Mr. Crabtree in his report cited a 
discussion of the utility agencies’ ac- 
tivities by Superintendent of Schools 
Threlkeld, of Denver, Colo., who de- 
clared the “propaganda is vicious and 
should not go under the guise of edu- 
cation.” 


Reviews Activities. 


The report in reviewing the past 
year’s activities in the educational in- 
stitutions of the country declared 
that progress had been realized and 
among teachers there had been “a 
gain in professional spirit” and ideals. 
It added that there had been pro- 
nounced constructive tendencies in 
American education and an improved 
relationship between the secondary 
schools and colleges had been ac®om- 
plished, 

Among the association’s accomplish- 
ments auring the past year, the re- 
port mentioned the award of a life 
membership key to Mrs. Evangeline 
Lindbergh, mother of the famous avia- 
tor and a Detroit school teacher, at 
its Boston meeting last March.

of tyranny, we cannot close our eyes 


to the truth that, even after discount- 
ing all the prejudiced propaganda, the 
soviet government is a ruthless and ir- 
responsible meddler in the affairs of 
other nations, and thus a constant 
menace to the peace of the world. 
Of course, there is always the Balkans, 
the proverbial “tinder box” of Europe, 
with the threatening figure of Emil 
‘Pasha, backed by an aggressive 
“Young Turkey,” ready gto. seize any 
_advantage offered by these ‘turbulent 


states. 
Changing Attitudes. 

With this European situation, even 
erudely suggested, in our thought, we 
can understand why Great Britain, as 
I wrote last week, so eagerly and cor- 
dially welcomed the peace proposed of 
the United States. Now that these 


treaties are definitely submitted, we 
may pause and consider what will be 
their significance if accepted by all the 
nations. Let us frankly acknowledge 
that their effectiveness will be purely 
psychic. Not a gun nor a regiment 
will be back of them. But before we 
dismiss the psychic as a neglible force 
in international relations, let us re- 
member that this is the realm of at- 
titudes out of which all international 
wars have been born. When we seek 
to change the attitude of the nations 
toward war, we are attempting the 
revolutionary task of changing the an- 
cient “mind set” of the world, that 
the final court for the arbitrament of 
national controversies is the battle- 
field.

Now that I have explained how I 
came to link the term dentist with the 
‘term near doctor, I hope the dentists 
will excuse it please. In any event, 
l have always believed in good Amer- 
ican dentistry—I have long preached 
'that only your dentist can save your 
teeth, and you must let him examine 
them at least twice a year if you want 
to save ‘em. Until some better meth- 
od arrives, I shall always continue 
to urge upon the public the wisdom 
and importance of visiting one’s den- 
tist early and often;s and giving dental 
quacks and self-praising parlors a wide 
berth. 

In fact, I feel so confident of 
, Standing as a health teacher with 
‘dental profession at large, that I am 
going to propose to the dentists of the 
/country a little sacrifice which I be- 
_lieve they might make without any 
| loss to their own solidly established 
, Standing and with great benefit to 
public welfare. The sacrifice, if the 
dentists will make it, will not only 
redound to the good of publie health 
but it will be a noble example which 
teachers, Jawyers, and others of a 
certain distinction, cannot leng refuse 
to emulate. 

l ask the dentists who are legiti- 
mately entitled to the use of the de- 
gree, DD. DD. S., or to any other doc- 
torate degree, to refrain from using 
the title “doctor,” at least until such 
time as they may become physicians 
by edneation and training before they 
enter upon the study or practice of 
the specialty of dentistry. 

If the dentists were to make this 
abnegation or renunciation, the title 
of “doctor” would soon regain its 
proper significance in. every-day life. 
The ministers, professors, chemists, 
pharmacists, lawyers, and so on, who 
have doctorate degrees, could scarcely 
retain them for every-lay use or ex- 
pect the publie to address them as 
“doctor” after the dentists had cease«l 
to answer to the name. With these 
embarrassing legitimate claims to the 
title renounced, we could make short 
work of the fake “doctors” who prey 
upon popular credulity. The public 
would benefit enormously if custom 
and law made it safe to assume that 
any person holding himself as “doctor” 
is a qualified, licensed physician. 

Of course dentists are doctors, just 
as certainly as physicians are. It is 
proper and indeed imperative as a 
matter of courtesy to address a person 
with the degree D. D. S., or ID. D.. 
or LL. D., or Ph. D., and so on, as 
“doctor,” unless he indicates that he 
prefers plain mister. ot 

Dentists today assume practically 
all. the responsibilities a physician or 
surgeon does, Dentists ought to be 
trained as physicians or surgeons be- 
fore they take up the special study 
or practice of dentistry. They will 
be, before many years, I confidentaly 
prophesy. The position of dentistry 
at present is an anomaly. In fact, 
the courses of instruction are qnite 
similar in good dental and good med- 
ical schools, but .yet not quite 
the same. In all reason a man 
ought to be a qualified physician and 
surgeon before he undertakes to prac- 
tice such a specialty as dentistry. One 
might as well try to decome an aurist 
or an oculist or a dermatologist or an 
obstetrician by taking some course of 
instruction similar to, but not the 
same as is required for those who 
would practice medicine. If the den- 
tists are as. progressive and as high 
minded as I believe they are, all den- 
tal schools or colleges will cease to 
exist as such in the near future, and 
in their place we shall have postgradu- 
ate institutions where qualified physi- 
cians may pursue the necessary spe- 
cial or technical study to fit them 
for the practice of wren, ' 

In the friendliest way I submit to 
the dentists the question whether thia 
is not the logical and desirable devel- 
opment, and I ask whether, after all, 
the dentists are entirely justified in

How Wayne B. Wheeler clashed with President Wilson in his 
efforts to force a prohibition amendment into effect, although he, 
himself, believed it to be unconstitutional; how he met efforts of 
the brewers and distillers to induce him to restrain efforts of the

five years, and how he gradually 


_ broke down, piece by piece, the resistance that faced him in making 
the amendment to the constitution, are all told in this third install- 
ment of the eventful and interesting life of Wheeler, who grew to be 
one of the most powerful figures in the country.

When brewers and distillers 


suggested that Wheeler forestall 


for five years acts of the prohibition league toward making the 
amendment part of the constitution, he insisted that a poll of the 
entire brewing industry be taken to determine the feeling of the 


industry toward the move. 


It was impossible to band together more 


than 15 per cent of brewers and distillers in the cause, and so that 
part of the opposition was crushed. 


CHAPTER V. | 
Are Prohibition Laws Constitutional? 


Wheeler’s defense of the constitu- 
tionality of the Webb-Kenyon act, in 
two arguments before the supreme 
court of the United States, gave him 
a national reputation. This was the 
most important case in which he ever 
appeared. While he either argued or 
presenited briefs in defense of many 
other ‘dry Jaws, including the eight- 
eenth amendment itself, none of these 
involved such nice distinctions ef con- 
stitutional law. 


Wheeler Wtmself believed the law 
unconstitutional. He had opposed it 
in gatherings of the dry forces and 
had striven to replace it with another 
measure, which he believed would 
stand thé test before the supreme 
court. 

Prohibition teaders had long been 
trying to find some way by which 
a state could exercise jurisdiction over 
importations ef liquor from another 
state, without trespassing on the ex- 
clusive constitutional right of con- 
gress to regulate interstate commerce. 
The laws of lowa and Kansas assum- 
ing control over such imported liquors 
had been declared unconstitutional by 
the supreme court. In the famous 
“original package” case, the court had 
also held that the state could not 
prevent the sal4 of imported liquors 
when in the unbroken original -pack- 
age. The Wilson law of 1890 gave 
the states jurisdiction over such 
liquors only after their delivery to 
the consignee. In the 20 years after 
the adoption of the Wilson bill, every 
attempt made by the drys to secure 
additional action by congress extend- 
ing this anthority of the states over 
liquor imports had been defeated by 
the practical agreement of the courts 
and the best lawyers that such action 
would be unconstitutional. 

Wheeler, in common with hosts of 
other lawyers who were concerned 
about prohibition, was seeking the so- 
lution to this the most serious legal 
problem ever faced by the dry cause. 
He had a part in drafting a bill in- 
troduced in 1911 by Congressman 
James M. Miller and Senator Charles 
Curtis, both of Kansas, and believed 


- it would avoid the constitutional dif- 


ficulties that had voided so many other 
proposed measures amd would meet 
the situation by extending to any 
state control over interstate liquors 
from the time they entered the bound- 
ary of the state. Thig measure had 
been approved by the Anti-Saloon 
League and was pressed by 5S. E. 
Nicholson, then acting as legwiative 
superintendent of the National league, 
Er. C. Dinwiddie having left this post 
in the league because of a disagree- 
ment with National Superintendent P. 
A. Baker. 

At a conference, held in Washing-’‘ 
ton, D. C., December 14 and 15, 1911, 
representatives of practically all the 
temperance and prohibition organiza- 
tions agreed to unite on an interstate 
liquor bill drawn by Fred C,. Caldwell, 
who had been state enforcement at- 
torney of*Oklahoma. Senators and 
members of congress from the “dry” 
states attended this gathering, to 
which official delegates were sent by 
the governors of some of the prohibi- 
tion commonwealths. Wheeler, still 


-an advocate of the Miller-Curtis bill, 


did not attend the meeting, which 
agreed to support the Webb-McCum- 
ber bill—later the Webb-Kenyon bill 
—with very slight changes. That bill 
was redrafted by a committee of thir- 
teen appointed by the conference, com- 
posed of A. J. Barton, D. D., chair- 
man: Fred S. Caldwell, of Oklahoma; 
James Cannon, Jr., D. D. (later 
bishop), of Virginia; ex-Governor 
Frank Hanley, of Indiana; S. E. 
Nicholson, of Washington, D. C.; 
Senator Curtis, of Kansas; Senator 
Peter McCumber, of North Dakota; 
Congressman W. R. Webb, of Tenn- 
essee, Senator Morris Sheppard, of 
Texas, former Attorney Genera] Fred 
Jackson, of Kansas; E. C. Dinwiddie 
and Wilbur F. Crafts, of Washington, 
PD. C., and Mrs. Margaret D. Ellig-ef 
New Jersey. 

At the annual convention of the 
Anti-Saloon league which followed this 
conference, Baker and Dinwiddie 
buried the hatchet and, by request, 
Dinwiddie returned to his formerplace 
as national legislative superintendent. 
He represented the league and prac- 
tically all the other dry organizations, 
except the Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union, at the hearings on 


the bill. Wheeter did not appear at 
any ofthese hearings. 

The measure, which forbade inter- 
state shipment of liquor intended to 
be used, etc., in violation of any law, 
was passed by congress after much 
debate in which its constitutionality 
was strongly disputed. It was vetoed 
by Taft, who attached to his yeto 
message a lengthy opinion by Attor- 
ney General Wickersham setting forth 
his reasons for believing the law un- 
constitutional. Congress promptly re- 
passed the bill over the veto. 

In spite of his own doubts con- 
cerning the constitutionality of the 
law. Wheeler began marshalling argu- 
ments of its defense in the hosts of 
cases that were filed at once. He join- 
ed with Fred Blue, “profibition com- 
missioner of West Virginia, in two 
cases involving the shipment of liquor 
from Maryland into West Virginia. 
30th Wheeler and Blue argued the 
first case before the U. S. circuit 
court at Richmond, Va., sectiring a 
favorable decision there. The second 
case, involving two suits brought by 
the James Clark Distilling company 
(the first against the Western Mary- 
land Railway company and the state 
of West Virginia, and the second 
against the American Express com- 
pany and the state of West Virginia), 
reached the supreme court of the 
United States. 

Wheeler repeatedly told the story 
of the manner in which he and Blue 
prepared themselves for this case, 
taking turns in arguing for or against 
the measure until they believed they 
had covered any argument that could 
be brought for or against the consti- 
tutionality of the law. After arguing 
the case before the court May 10 and 
11, 1915, an order for reargument was 
issued November 1, that year, and 
Wheeler rebriefed the case for re- 
presentation on November 8 and 9. 

In his report. to the national exec- 
utive committee Wheeler said, con- 
cerning this second argument: 


“Two new justices are on the bench, 
and the Jiquor interests hope to gain 
by their presence. We believe they 
will be disappointed in any hope they 
have for a reversal of the decision 
of the lower court.” 


The new justices were Justice 
Brandeis, appointed June 1, and Jus- 
tice, appointed July 24, 1916. 

“MR. WHEELER 
A WORTHY FOE.” 


Wheeler in the last year of his 
life referred to the long list of able 
attorneys employed by the opposing 
side, and wrote, using the third per- 
son : 

“They found a foe worthy of their 
steel, Mr. Wheeler argued the case 
twice before a final decision was 
rendered. The alleged right of the 
liquor dealer to ship liquor by inter- 
state commerce in dry territory was 
their last hope. They fought with the 
energy of despair and lost. The re- 
sult was the most important court 
prohibi‘ion victory ever won.” 

The arguments in the Webb-Kenyon 
case had been made while Wheeler 
was completing his final Ohio cam- 
paign. After the election he came to 
Washington and began to familiarize 
himself with the new task. His first 
work was to furnish to state attor- 
neys general material and briefs for 
the defense of the new liquor laws 
that had been passed under the pro- 
visions of the Webb-Kenyon act. In 
all of these he emphasized the point 
that the purpose of laws forbidding 
shipment of liquor into dry territory 
was to prevent the use of liquor as 
a beverage and thereby prevent the 
pauperism and crime arising from 
the use of liquor. A number of state 
supreme court decisions were largely 
based upon this reasoning of Wheeler 
who, in his report, pointed out that 
through these decisions, “slowly but 
surely the courts are moving to’ a 
point where liquor will be treated 
like lotteries. As it is now, it is given 
only such courtesy as is due a tres- 
passer.” 

Possibly Wheeler's sole appearance 
as a state rights advocate in opposi- 
tion to. federal legislation grew out 
of the Reed bone-dry law. A bill ex- 
cluding from the mails all liquor ad- 
vertisements or solicitations of orders 
for liquor ‘was passed by the United 
States senate January 11, 1917, and 
was later added. to the pestoffice ap- 
propriation bill as an amendment by 
the senate committee on postoffice and 
post roads.

THE REED 
BONE-DRY AMENDMENT. 


Senator James Reed, of Missouri, 
a consistent opgonent of prohibition, 
offered the following bene-dry amend- 
ment as a challenge to the dry mem- 
bers of the senate: ; ; 

“Whoever shall order, purchase or 
cause intoxicating liquors to be trans- 
ported in interstate commerce, except 
for scientific, sacramental or medici- 
nal purposes, into any state or terri- 
tory, the laws of which state or terri- 
tory prohibit the manufacture,or sale 
therein of intoxicating liquors for bev- 
erage purposes, shall be subject to the 
punishment aforesaid.” 

Wheeler was in the senate gallery 
with Bishop James Cannon = when 
Reed offered this amendment. The 
challenge thus thrown down was ac- 
cepted by the dry majority of the 
senate, and the amended bill passed 
the upper house. Wheeler was alarm- 
ed. He knew Reed as an opponent and 
not a friend of prohibition. He fear- 
ed the effect upon the south if the 
house should pass the measure. He 
knew the jealous tenacity with which 
many in the south regarded the doe- 
trine of the state rights which were 
sweepingly ignored by the Reed 
amendment. The legislative superin- 
tendent of the league, E. C. Dinwid- 
die, was in New York city, not hav- 
ing expected a vote upon the post- 
office bill until the following day. In 
his absence Wheeler drafted a letter 
advising dry representatives not to 
vote for the Reed amendment. The 
letter, however, was not sent, but on 
the following day Wheeler’ with 
Bishop Cannon, who was chairman of 
the legislative committee, and Dr. A. 
J. Barton, then of Dallas, Texas, join- 
ed Dinwiddie, who was in favor éf 
the measure, in a “50-50” letter to 
the members of the house, in which 
they avoided committing themselves 
to either support of or opposition 40 
the bill, but practically told the mem- 
bers to vote as they pleased. 

Representative Cox, of Indiana, 
chairman of the house committee on 
postoffice and post roads, sent for 
the signers of the letter and insisted 
that they state plainly whether they 
favored or opposed the Reed amend- 
ment. Faced with the question, ‘If 
you were a member of congress, would 
you vote for or against this bill?’ 
the state rights advocates remembered 
that they were for prohibition first 
of all, and responded “For the bill.” 
That word was rapidly passed through 
the ranks of the drys, and the house 
concurred by a vote of 319 to 72 in 
the bone-dry amendment. 

Wheeler at once wrote to FE. H. 
Cherrington .a letter explaining the 
“90-50” note to dry congressmen, in 
which he said: 

“When the Reed bone-dry amend- 
ment was offered in the senate, I 
happened to be in the gallery. Mr. 
Dinwiddie was in New York and none 
of the representatives of temperance 
organizations were there. I realized 
at once that it was a wet joker. I 
called Senator Sheppard and Sena- 
tor Jones to the lobby and told them 
the danger there was in such,a bill 
and suggested that it be amended or 
killed. They went to the floor of the 
senate and asked to have the pro- 
Visions voted on separately. This was 
done ‘and the provision relating to 
use was stricken out and the amend- 
ment was adopted. Some of the Wet- 
test men voting for it and- some of 
the dryest men voting against it. It 
went to the house and we councilled 
with our friends about the attitude 
we should take. We had to get votes 
in the house to pass the resolution 
for national prohibition. A number of 
southern democrats, strong for nation- 
al prohibition, insisted that the Reed 
amendment was nothing but a wet 
joker, and we should not play the 
wet game, that until national prohi- 
bition was adopted the states should 
be allowed to enforce their own laws 
in the way they desired. Several 
states had adopted prohibition but 
were not up to the so-called bone- 
dry standard. 

“We knew that to fight these men 
who had been with us on all other 
questions and with us for national 
prohibition, simply because they would 
not vote for the Reed amendment; 
would jeopardize the passage of the 
resolution, which took a two-thirds 
vote. For that reason it was decided 
to send the letter in question, with 
which you are familiar. There was 
no doubt but what the bill would 
pass in the house because the majority 
of the drys and a goodly per cent of 
the wets were for it. The letter sent 
out by Mr. Wilson did not change 
the vote in the house,-as shown by 
the final record made by the mem- 
bers. 

“The league's attitude in view of the 
needed support for the resolution of 
the 18th amendment was right. It 
was infinitely more intportant than 
the Reed amendment. The league can- 
not take the position that some people 
do who do not have the responsibility 
for maintaining constructive program 
and hold the confidence of the ma- 
jority of congress on these questions.” 


LATER CLAIMED 
CREDIT. 


Later, Wheeler listed this measure 
as one of his victories. The Reed 
amendment went further than the 
Webb-Kenyon act, by practically mak- 
ing all states in which the manufac- 
ture or sale of intoxicants had been 
forbidden “bone-dry” states irrespec- 
tive of whether such states had enact- 
ed “bone-dry” laws. Wheeler made 
two arguments before the attorney 
general on the construction to be 
placed on this amendment and sub- 
mitted a brief on it, urging that it 
was now a federal offense to trans- 
port liquor in a dry state, even 
though the state itself had not for- 
bidden such transportation; to import 
liquor even though the state may spe- 
cifically permit such importation, or 
to carry even a bottle of liquor on 
the person when crossing the boupsé 
ary of a dry state. Wheeler also con- 
tended that the law applied to a dry 
subdivision in a so-called wet state. 
This would shut out the mail-order 
liquor companies, who were then do- 
ing a heavy business. The attorney 
general’s opinion upheld all these con- 
tentions. Reed's challenge had made 
possible another victory for Wheeler 
and prohibition. 


ENTERS FLORIDA 


POLITICS. 

With the adjournment of cengress, 
the National league sent Wheeler out 
into the field to organize the dry 
forces in states where elections were 
pending. His first work was in Flor- 
ida, where three dry candidates for 
United States senator were dividing 
the prohibition vote while a single wet 
candidate opposed them. Wheeler 
eliminated Bryan, the incumbent of 
the office, on the ground that he was 
mixed up in a religious controversy 
that would alienate votes, wiped out 
former Governor Gilchrist because he 
had declared that he would not vote 
for the national prohibition resolution 
unless he could be shown that the 
people of Florida wanted it, and se- 
cured the nomination of Governor 
Trammell, who was elected. Years 
later he tried to persuade the demo- 
cratic leaders of Florida to drop 
Trammell and elect William Jennings 
Bryan in his stead. Through 
Wheeler’s organizing ability, a dry 
legislature was chosen, pledged to sub- 
mit state-wide prohibition. 


he forwarded to friends in the various 
legislatures that met early in 1917, 
urging that it or a similar measure 
be passed at once. He personally visit- 
ed many of the dry states and held 
conferences, attended by dry workers 
and by members of the state legis- 
latures in Michigan, South Dakota, 
Nebraska, Tennessee, Indiana, Kansas 
and New Hampshire. 


At Wheeler’s suggestion, William 
Jennings Bryan wrote personal let- 
ters to doubtful democrats who were 
members of, legislatures where the 
Wheeler billg were pending. Wheeler 
checked up later on the effects . of 
these letters and announced: -“The 
men receiving the letters were delight- 
ed with them, and many of them are 
keeping the communications to file in 
the archives.” 


CHAPTER’VI. 
Putting Over the Eighteenth 
Amendment. 


Wheeler’s part of obtaining the sub- 
mission and the ratification of the 
eighteenth amendment was a minor 
one. He was a lieutenant in a great 
army. He was an: excellent lieutenant 
and an ambitious one, but thus far 
only a lieutenant. National Superin- 
tendent P. A. Baker had charge of 
the fight for the-Anti-Saloon league, 
Bishop James Cannon, Dr. A. J. Bar- 
ton and E. H. Cherrington, with the 
help of some of the ablest men in 
American political life planned the 
campaign. HMdwin C. Dinwiddie was 
legislative superintendent during much 
of this period, dealing directly with 
members of congress. The state’ su- 
perintendents had charge of -the rati- 
fication campaigns in their respective 
states. Wheeler worked, under the di- 
rection of Dinwiddie and the legisla- 
tive committee, as field man, visit- 
ing states where it was necessary and 
presenting arguments for ratification 
where legislative hearings were held. 
The service he renderea was extremely 
important, however, and justified his 
use of the “we” in telling the story 
of the ratification fight. 

He was a member of the National 
Prohibition Amendment commission of 
nineteen appointed by the National 
Conference of Prohibition forces, July 
10, 1915) to confer with prohibition 
leaders in congress concerning the 
wording of the proposed’ amendment. 
The words “for sale” had been in- 
cluded in the first draft which had 
been presented by the committee of 
one thousand to Senator Shepard and 
Congressman Hobson Decembeh_ 1913. 
The second section of the proposed 
article read: 

“Congress shall have power to pro- 
vide for the manufacture, safe, im- 
portation, and transportation of in- 
‘ toxicating liquors for sacramental, me- 
dicinal, merchanical, pharmaceutical 
or scientific purposes, or for use in 
the arts, and shall have power to en- 
force this article by all needful leg- 
islation.” 

That resolution had failed to se- 
cure the necessary two-thirds vote in 
the house December 22, 1914, 197 be- 
ing in favor of the measure and 189 
against, with 15 absentees paired. 

Wheeler, as a member of this com- 
mission, joined in the preparation of 
a new amendment for proposal to con- 
gress: In this new article, section 1, 
with its limitations of prohibition to 
“sale, manufacture for sale, transpor- 
tation for-sale, and importation for 
sale” was repeated. The second sec- 
tion of the article, however, was 
changed to read: “The congress or the 
states shall have power, independent- 
ly or concurrently, to enforce this ar- 
ticle by all needful legislation.” The 
resolution did not come to a vote in 
either branch of the sixty-fourth con- 
gress, although Wheeler with the other 
members of the committee prepared a 
lengthy argument setting forth the 
scope, purpose and aim, effectiveness 
and method of enforcement of the pro- 
posed amendment. Many typical 
Wheeler phrases suth as “teamwork,” 
“challenge to every patriot,” appear- 
ed throughout this appeal, which was 
broadcast throughout the nation, 

There was no real pressure for the 
adoption of the-prohibition amendment 
in 1915. The leaders of the dry fight 
recognized that they did not yet have 
the constitutional majority. The prin- 
cipal value of the vote taken in con- 
gress was to put upon record friends 
and foes of this proposed measure. 
When congress adjourned, the dry 
forces went into the 1916 campaign 
with an intensity which has possibly 
never been equalled. As a result of 
careful organization in nearly every 
congressional ‘district throughout the 
nation, the first congress. with two- 
thirds of both branches dry was 
elected. 


READY 
FOR THE TEST. 


When President Wilson called this 
new congress in extra session, soon 
after his inauguration in March, 1917, 
for the purpose of declaring that a 
state of war with Germany existed, 
the prohibition leaders were equally 
prepared for the passage of a resolu- 
tion presenting their declaration of 
war, the eighteenth amendment, to 
the states for ratification, 

The National Prohibition committee 
had appointed a subcommittee July 
10, 1915, composéd of A. J. Barton, 
Wayne B. Wheeler. Anna A. Gordon, 
K. C. Dinwiddie, Margaret Dye Ellis, 
Bishop James Cannon and Wilbur F. 
Crafts. This subcommittee at a meet- 
ing held in Washington March 28 and 
29, 1917, unanimously decided to ap- 
prove and recommend a proposed con- 
stitutional amendment whose first 
section was substantially the same as 
that ultimately approved by congress 
but whose second section was radical- 
ly different. That section read: 


“Section 2. The congress shall have 
power to enforce this article by ap- 
propriate legislation, and nothing in 
this article shall deprive the sev- 
eral states of their power to enact and 
enforce laws prohibiting the traffic 
in intoxicating liquors.” 

State rights had arisen once more 
in the path of the prohibition move- 
ment. In their public announcement, 
the committee recognized this prob- 
lem and dwelt upon their plan to 
solve it, declaring: 


“State Powers. Powers of the state 
are fully protected by this provision 
in section 2, ‘Nothing in this article 
shall deprive the several states of 
their power to enact and enforce laws 
prohibiting the traffic in intoxicating 
liquor.’ Any state may add to the 
prohibitions provided in the proposed 
amendment, but no state can author- 
ize what the constitution of the 
United States prohibits. If the fed- 
eral authorities should be lax in en- 
forcement, the states could act and 
have the moral support of the fed- 
eral government as expressed in the 
amendment.” 


Wheeler, like many others in the 
Anti-Saloon league at that time, still 
held to his state rights theories which 
had been useful in defending a dry 
state from liquor importations when 
the federal authority, vested in con- 
gress, had prevented the state from 
controlling such imports. At. this 
time, the democrats were in power. 
Democracy meant the south, and the 
south and state rights were synony- 
mous to many dry leaders. The cum- 
bersome device to protect state rights. 
was omitted from the resolution when 
it was approved by congress, and in 
its stead was substituted a new ar- 
ticle : 

“The congress and the states should 
have concurrent power to enforce the 
prohibition.” 


| Wheeler also drafted a bill which i Although the-dry forces had in both | functions of our educational and re- 
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branches of congress the majority nec- 
essary for the submission of ‘the 
amendment, President Wilson request- 
ed that they delay action until the 
war program had been adoptéd. The 
conference of dry leaders, of which 
Wheeler was a part, promptly agreed 
to this request of the president. 


In order to conserve the foodstuffs 
during the war, the administration 
presented a food control bill. Amend- 
ments were added to this bill by dry 
democrats in the house, forbidding the 
use of any foods, food material or 
feeds for the production of alcoholic 
beverages, except for governmental, in- 
dustrial, scientific,, medicinal or sac- 
ramental purposes, and also authoriz- 
ing the president of the United States 
to commandeer alcohol and distilled 
spirits for government requirements. 
A penalty of $5,000 fine and two 
years’ imprisonment was imposed by 
this measure. When it was apparent 
that the committee to which the meas- 
ure had been referred by the senate, 
after its passage by the house, would 
report favorably, a group of wet sena- 


tors announced their intention of _fili- 


bustering against the entire food con- 
trol bill unless the prohibition sec- 
tions were omitted. 

The legislative committee of the 
Anti-Saloon league, composed. of 
Bishop James Cannon, Jr., Dr. A.Ad. 
Barton, Ernest H. Cherrington, Na- 
tional Superintendent Purley A. Bak- 
er, Legislative Superintendent E. C. 
Dinwiddie and Wheeler, was summon- 
ed to the office of Senator Thomas SS. 
Martin, of Virginia, the democratic 
floor leader. Martin was dry. He 
owed his election directly to~ men 
prominent in the Anti-Saloon league. 
Especially was he indebted to Bishop 
Cannon and to Dr. Cherrington. Cher- 
rington had taken over a Virginia 
daily newspaper, which he edited for 
a long time in the interest of Martin’s 
candidacy. Martin also was a close 
friend of Woodrow Wilson. All these 
factors, his prohibition conviction, his 
friendship with league men and the 
president, his position as floor lead- 
er of the senate, made him the inevi- 
table link between the white house and 
the Bliss building, Washington head- 
quarters of the league. 


WILSON’S 
ULTIMATUM. 


When the members of the legisla- 
tive committee, with Wheeler, reached 
Martin’s office, they were informed 
by him that Wilson insisted that the 
prohibitory clauses should be stricken 
out of the food contro] bill, since 
their inclusion would make its passage 
impossible in time to do any good in 
conserving the coming harvest. He 
formally laid before the committee the 
situation as the president had outlined 
it to him, and.in Wilson’s name asked 
the league to permit the passage of 
the bill without the dry amendments. 

After Wilson had put this request in 
writing, so that the responsibility 
might be placed where it belonged, on 
the president, and not upon the Anti- 
Saloon league leaders, the legislative 
committee, after a 24-hour session, 
wrote the president on June 30, 1917, 
expressing their willingness to co- 
operate with him in this respect. The 
food control bill was then changed 
to prohibit the use of food materials 
for distillation, but leaving the use of 
such materials for the manufacture 
of beer and wine to the discretion of 
the president. It also authorized the 
president to commandeer whisky in 
stock as well as in bond, and to regu- 
late the alcoholic content of beer and 
wine. According to the terms of this 
measure, the manufacture of distilled 
spirits in the United States ceased on 
September 8, 1917. 

REPLY 
TO PRESIDENT. 

“On June 30, 1917, in response to 
your letter of the preceding day, ad- 
dressed to the legislative ‘committee of 
the Anti-Saloon league of America, 
concerning the importance of the early 
passage of the food administration bill 
pending at that time in congress, we 
acceded to your request to have the 
beer and wine provisions strickqn from 
the bill in order to avoid a threatened 
filibuster and thus facilitate its early 
passage. 
stated that ‘it would be our purpose 
to urge the passage of legislation pro- 
hibiting the waste of foodstuffs in the 
manufacture of beer and wine, at the 
earliest possible date, either in the 
form of separate bill or in connection 
with other war legislation.’ 

“However, when the food adminis- 
tration bill was finally passed, it 
contained provisions prohibiting the 
manufacture of distilled spirits after 
September 8, 1917, authorizing the 
commandeering of distilled spirits in 
bond whenever the president should 
deem it necessary for the manufacture 
of munitions or for other government- 
al purposes, and authorizing the presi- 
dent to prohibit the use of foodstuffs 
in the manufacture of beer and wine 
whenever, in his judgment, this should 
be found necessary. 

“The statement referred to from our 
letter on June 30, 1917, properly re- 
flected the attitude of the constituency 
which we have the honor to present, 
concerning the waste of foodstuffs in 
the manufacture of beer and wine, 
and the events of the past few months 
have, in our judgment, th6roughly con- 
vinced the vast majority of the citizens 
of our country that such tremendous 
waste of foodstuffs, fuel and man- 
power consequent upon the manufac- 
ture and sale of intoxicating liquors, 
is so great an evil that both the man- 
uacture and sale should be promptly 
prohibited. 

“This is emphasized by the fact 
that the government, itself, is earn- 
estly and persistenly appealing for 
conservation of food and fuel, and 
for additional labor for the shipyards, 
munitions plants and farms; our al- 
lies have declared that we must send 
75,000,000. bushels of wheat to save 
them from hunger, weakmess, death 
and defeat; practically all business

time;

for lack of fuel; the people have been 
requested to have heatless days, meat- 
less days, wheatless days and to elim- 


inate waSte in every possible way, | 


and yet the breweries and saloons of 
the country continue to- waste food- 
stuffs, fuel and man-power and to im- 
pair the efficiency of labor in the 
mines, factories and even in munition 
plants near which saloons are located. 

“From records in our possession 
and from statements in the public 
press, we believe that in number and 
character the petitions which hare 
been filed with members of congress 
and with the executive department of 
the government on this question are 
without parallel. The heads of great 
business corporations and manufac- 
turing plants, presidents of colleges 
and universities, leading economists 
and publicists, great mass meetings of 
citizens, conferences and assemblies 
of churches have joined all in most 
earnest petitions for the total pro- 
hition of both the manufacture and 
sale of all kinds of intoxicants during 
the period of the war. 

“While our committee is satisfied 
that, as president of the United States, 
you are not unmindful of the senti- 
ment that exists on this subject, yet 
we cannot believe that you are fully 
aware of the deep and widespread un- 
rest in the minds of the g¢reat ma- 
jority of the patriotic citizens of the 
nation caused by the continuance of 
this waste, in view of the critical con- 
ditions which confrent the people of 
the allied countries. When all other 
business is hampered; when the

ligious institutions are suspended; 
when fathers and mothers are giving 
their sons, and sons are giving their 
lives, there is an ever-increasing tide 
of indignation and resentment that 
the liquor traffic should continue to 
prey upon the strength—even the 
very li f the nation. 

“In a statement made by the food 
administration in December, concern- 
ing the reduction of the alcoholic coa- 
tent of beer, “it was intimated that 
the manufacture of ber and wine was 
not absolutely prohibited because sueh 
action would’ put the country on a 
Spiritous liquor basis. Our commit- 
tee fully appreciates the significance 
of this statement and therefore we 
are convinced that not only the man- 
ufacture but also the sale of all kinds 
of intoxicating liquors for beverage 
purposes during the time of war 
should ‘be prohibited; that such ac- 
tion will prove to be one of the great- 
est factors in the winning of the 
war, and we believe that this view is 
shared by an overwhelming and ever- 
increasing majority of liberty-loving 
Americans. 

“The intimation that any large 
number of workmen in factories, 
mines and munition plants. would rebel 
against the surrender of intoxicants 
in order to have bread, sugar and 
fuel, and thus help win the war, 1s 
a reflection upon the loyalty, patrio- 
tism and character of the working- 
man of the country which has been 
started by .he liquor traffic to save 
ogg from its well-deserved destruc- 
ion. 

“We furthermore believe that the 
effect of this action upon our allies 
would result in a great saving of 
food, fuel, sugar and labor and man- 
power in those countries also. In 
view of these facts we are convinced 
that it is the duty of our committee, 
representing as it does the great body 
of prohibiiton sentiment in the nation, 
to ask you to use the authority vest- 
ed in you to prevent further waste of 
food material by prohibiting the man- 
ufacture of such material into intoxi- 
cating liqnors, and to ask congress to 
pass speedily such legislation as will 
absolutely prohibit the sale of all 
kinds of intoxicants for beverage pur- 
poses during the period of the war and 
demobilization thereafter. 


“In view of the correspondence of 
June, 1917, between yourself and our 
committee, we are now writing you 
asking for your cooperation to secure 
this much-nedeed legislation.

“Legislative Committee. ’ 
NO REPLY 
MADE BY WILSON. 


When no reply was received from 
the president, Wheeler with the other 
members of the legislative committee 
called at the white house, where they 
discussed these legislative questions 
with President Wilson—without ar- 
riving at any conclusion, however. 
Without awaiting the presidential] up- 
proval, wartime prohibition bills were 
drafted by Wheeler and, after. their 
approval by the committee, were sug- 
gested to various members of congress. 

Both distillers and brewers made 
overtures to Wheeler as well as to 
other officers of the Anti-Saloon 
League during this period when the 
eighteenth amendment was pending 
before congress, looking to. the post- 
ponement of its enforcemenet until 
such time as the liquor interests could 
close up their business. A man long 
connected with the distilling business 
called upon several of the league men, 
including Wheeler, to request that the 
league agree that prohibition should 
not go into effect for five years after 
the amendment should be ratified. 
During this interval, he suggested that 
the federal tax on distilled spirits 
might be doubled, the federal treas- 
ury to continue to receive the usual 
tax, while the additional amount 
should enable the government to pay 
for the property of the distillers at 
the end of the five years, / 

Neither Wheler nor any other mem- 
ber of the committee was preparcd 
for such a proposal. Neither did any 
of them believe that the distillers 
would accept these terms. They in- 
sisted that this distiller should can- 
vass the rest of the trade before he 
presented his proposal for formal con- 
sideration by the league. The result 
of the canvass showed that very few 
distillers were willing to give up the 
fight, that many of them believed the 
eighteenth amendment would never be 
ratified, that others were convinced 
that its enforcement would not be pos- 
sible, while the trade generally pre- 
ferred fighting the issue rather than 
surrendering. Not long after this, 
Wheeler was visited by a prominent 
brewer, who made a similar sugges- 
tion for the brewing interests. He, 
like the distiller, found it impossibie 
to secure the adhesion of more than 
15 per cent of the brewers. 

The lack of unanimity on the part 
of the wets, and the divisions between 
the producers of spirits and the beer 
and wine people played into the hands 
of the prohibition workers. It was 
largely due to this division in the wet 


ranks that the course of prohibition) 
in the states and nation was so 
smooth. 

Wheeler always Claimed that. e 
portion of the eighteenth amendment 
was the result of a conference between 
himself and Warren G. Harding. Hard- 
ing had suggested that-some limitation 
should be put upon the time allowed 
for ratification by the states, contend. 
ing that the issue would probably be 
before the people for the next half- 
century unless some definite time was 
fixed as the limit for ratification 
Wheeler doubdted the constitutionality 
of any proviso that would limit the 
rights of the state to act upon a con- 
stitutional amendment proposed to 
them by congress. He was more, san- 
guine concerning the possibilities of 
speedy ratification than Harding, who 
suggested that a five-year limit would 
be fair to both sides. Harding did not 
believe that the amendment would be 
ratified within any such period. Wheel- 
er, himself, as later admitted, had his 
own doubts on the question. 

The only serious question in Wheel- 
er’s mind, aside from the constitu- 
tional problems involved, was a very 
practical one. It was important that 
as many states as possible be given 
the opportunity to consider the pro- 
posed amendment at two sessions ot 
the legislature. A six-year limitation 
rather than a five, would afford a 
greater range of action. Wheeler 
agreed to the Harding proposal with 
the distinct understanding that some 
other member of the senate would be 
secured to amend the Harding pro- 
posal so that the limit would be six 
rears instead of five, an understand- 
ing to which Harding gave consent, 
with the promise that he would not 
oppose such an amendment. 

Assured Harding’s Aid. 

By this agreement, Wheeler secured 
Harding’s promise of support and also 
the assurance that Hatding would 
bring with him a number of other sen- 
ators who were willing to vote for the 
reference of the amendment with such 
a limitation. he senate adopted the 
resolution with the six-year limit. 
which the house later extended to 
seven years. When the amendment 
was adopted within less than thir 
teen months from the time of its sub- 
mission, Wheeler took great pleasure 
in teasing Harding in their frequent 
correspondence on his failure to prop- 
erly estimate the popular reaction 
against the liquor traffic. 

Similar tactics were used by Wheel- 
er to reach other senators who were 
either not very favorable to the prin 
ciple of prohibition or else questioned 
its political expediency. Men like Sen- 
ator La Folette of Wisconsin were 
won over by Wheeler through the ar- 
gument that/this was in fullest har 
mony with the senator's own theories 
of pepular goyernment, since it mere 
ly gave to the people of the states, 
through their legislatures, the opnor- 
tunity to express themselves either for 
or against this : roposed constitutional 
amendment. The defeat of some of 
the outstanding wets in the preceding 
election had given to many members 
of congress “their first realization of 
the national influence of the league 
and the related prohibition groups. so 
that when the amendment came before 
the senate, on August 1, it was adopt- 
ed by a majority of 65 to 20. 

The task of passing the amendment 
through the lower branch of congress 
was more difficult. Wheeler visited 
many states during the f ll of 191%. 
to arrange that the necessnry pres 
sure be brought to bear upon repre- 
sentatives in congress. When the reso- 
lution came up before the house ol 
representatives, December 18, the dry 
leaders had checked on their lists a 
sufficient number of votes to meet the 
constitutional requirement. Wheeler 
by personal call, by letter and by tele- 
phone, worked until the actual vote 
was cast, making sure that men pledg- 
ed to the resolution should be present. 
and seeking to win over at the last 
moment, the wavering or the fearful. 

Both William Jennings Bryan, sec- 
retary of state, and Josephus Daniels. 
secretary of the navy, were prohibi- 
tionists. ‘Wheeler and Bryan had al- 
ready formed their working partner- 
ship, which was to continue until 
Bryan’s death. Through Bryan and 
Daniels, but especially through Lryan, 
Wheeler conveyed to President Wilson 
the suggestion that since the eight- 
eenth amendment was certain to be 
proposed to the states by a congress 
in which his party held the majority, 
the wisest political move would be for 
him not to oppose this policy active- 
ly.

In the Christian faith it means .first 
of all the convictions about God that 
are the very heart of our experience. 
But it means equally the ideals of con- 
duct and character which command our 
lives as those who believe in such a 
God.”

We would have to make a diligent 
search to find three prepositions more 
fundamental and far-reaching than 
those stated by Dr. Rall. “Here are 
the plain facts: 1. The world’s great 
questions are to be settled In the fu- 


iture not by authority or force, but by 


the ideas that can command the minds 
of men. 2. The great questions upon 
which humanity's life depends are at 
bottom every one moral and religious. 
* The ideals that must rule men if 
the world is to be saved are those 
that are found in the gospel of Jesus 
Christ.

And now there abided ethics and 
etiquette, but the greater of these is 
ethies. But at times the two approach 
each other so closely as to be identi- 
cal. 
The author runs almost the entire 
camut of the preacher's relationship 
and reinforces his positions by quota- 
tions from the various church codes. 

There is such unity in the minis- 
terial body that when one member suf- 
fers from a low ethical standard, all 
ministers must suffer more or less 
with him. There is not only the ob- 
ligation of Christian ideal. but the ob- 
ligation of honor to walk worthy of 
the calling. 

Ethical considerations are involved 
in a pastor’s attitude toward his prede- 
cessors and successors. Here is a pro- 
lifiec source of alienation among min- 
isters. I think it was Bishop C. 
Galloway who gives the incident of a 
pastor visiting a former charge and 
bewailing the spiritual deadness that 
had come over the church, and pray- 
ing in effect that the revival flames 
might burn in the hearts of the people 
as when he was pastor. Such a prayer 
doubtless failed to fan the revival 
flames in the heart of the pastor who 
was. the incumbent. 

Suggestions are made as touching 
the manner in which the preacher is 
to eonduct. himself when performing 
the marriage ceremony, when visiting 
the sick and when conducting funerals. 
The minister's duty to the aged and 
the sorrowing is also set forth. These 
are bat a few of a large number of 
items which the author discusses. 

The book is well-written and its con-

NEW RECORD 


IN HURDLES,

Detroit, June 30.—(4)—Morgan 
Taylor, the lanky, blonde hurdler, 
wearing the colors of the Illinois Ath- 
letic club, established a new world’s 


record for the 400-meter hurdles to- 
day when he cleared the barriers in 
the midwest sectional Olympic tryouts 
in 538.1 seconds. 

Taylor's sparkling performance 
clipped seven-tenths of a second off 
the former record made by Sten Pet- 
tersen of Sweden in a meet in Paris 
in 1925. Taylor also surpassed the 
Olympic record of :54, set by Frank 
Loomis of the Chicago Athletie asso- 
ciation in 1920. While Frank Cuhel 
of Iowa and other hurdlers have sur- 
passed the 53-second mark their per- 
formances have never been regarded 
as official, and Taylor’s mark will 
go down in the books as record time. 

Taylor, the defending Olympic 
champion, won the event in the 1924 
Olympics in 52.6, but the record was 
not allowed because he knocked down 
the next to the last hurdle, and also 
was favored by a strong wind.

State Golf 


Tourney 


Has Great History 


Since Tournament Was Originated in 1916, Atlanta Has 
Contributed Most Champions. 


BY WHITNER CARY. 
Beautiful Driud Hills and the 1928 Georgia state golf tournament! 
What anticipation those first three words bring forth, what recol- 
lections and memories to the old timers are brought by that title, Georgia 


State championship! 


What championships have been 


when Major Jack Cohen first conceiv- 
ed the idea of this tournament and 


who called in Lloyd Parks and Lowry 
Arnold to help him put over what has 
turned out to be one of the most en- 
joyable annual athletic events this 
state has ever staged! 


Down the misty lane that leads to 
memory’s storehouse one sees this tour- 
nament, that had its inception in 1916, 
growing by leaps and bounds in in- 
terest and attendance until today, as 
we stand on the brink of the eleventh 
championship, it is qne of the ranking 
state tournaments in the south. 


Local Champions. 

The rules under which this tourna- 
ment is held prescribe that Atlanta 
shall get it every other year, with some 
other Georgia city getting it each al- 
ternate year. The Gate City has kept 
pace with its holding of this tourna- 
ment in producing title holders. Down 
the list of 10 tournaments, one finds 
that all but three of them were won 
by an entry playing under an Atlanta 
banner. 


Let's take a hasty peep back through 
the years and see whiat stars have 
twinkled in this tournament. Back 
there in 1916, the year before. the bu- 
gle call sent young Americans scam- 
pering to training cainps, One sees 
those two great Atlanta youngsters, 
Perry Adair and Bobby Jones, bat- 
tling in the final at the Brookhaven 
club with the Iron Duke finally re- 
ceiving congratulations from the game 
and brilliant Perry. 

The following year the Savannah 
golf course is the scene of+strife and 
it is a Savannah entry, the late Noble 
Hardee, who is first under the wire. 
Again it is Perry Adair who gallant- 
ly attempts to bar the way to the 
throne room. 

Two years of war with no tourna- 
ments and 1920 rolls around, Druid 
Hills echoes to the call of “fore.” Its 
beautiful dells and wooded hills also 
echo another and pleasanter sound to 
Atlanta ears, for the name of C. V. 
Rainwater flashes over the landscape 
as the winner of that tournament. 
Veazey beat Tom Prescott in the final. 

Rainwater’s Attempt. 

Veazey made a desperate attempt to 
make it two in a row the following 
year at Augusta, but the golf shot at 
him by Montgomery Harrison, of that 
city, proved a little too strong and he 
was forced to yield his crown. 

Phe title was brought back to Atlan- 
ta in 1922 when Perry Adair, who 
had made two unsuccessful bids in two 
former finals galloped through to a 
brilliant victory over his fellow towns- 
man, Charlie Black, over the Druid 
Hills course. 

The next year found a star, whose 
light has gone on to many golfing 
realms outside of Dixie, bursting 
through the southern firmament for 
the first time. You have already 
probably guessed but in case you have 
not, it was Watts Gunn, then a resi- 


staged since that far-off day in 1916 | detit of Macon, in which city the tour- 


nament was held, who walked off with 
first honor. Watts had a great match 
with Charlie Black in the final, get- 
ting the decision on the 18th hole after 
making a spectacular tee shot over 
the trees guarding the elbow of the 
dog leg hole. 

Chick Ridley, the Decatur War 
Horse, was the winner in the 1924 
tournament held over the East Lake 
course. Tom Prescott was the run- 


ner-up. 
Cook Wins Twice. 
The years 1925 and 1926 might be 
known as the Cook years, for it was 


Gene Cook, of Atlanta, who showed 
the way to the field at Columbus, the 
scene of the 1925 tournament and at 
Brookhaven, the battleground for the 
1926 title hunt. In the former event 
Gene defeated Watts in the final. His 
opponent in the final of the latter 
tournament was Chick Ridley. 

Last year Watts Gunn made his 
second visit to the heights, beating 
Harold Calloway, the LaGrange star, 
in the final over the Savannah Golf 
club course. 


That is the history up to date. 
Whether Watts will add a third bril- 
liant chapter to his splendid record 
will be answered over the Druid Hills 
course in the tournament starting on 
July 11. Whether it will be Charlie 
Black, who has twice knocked at the 
championship door, or Chick Ridley, 
or Harold Calloway, or John Oliver, 
or Will Gunn or Eugene Cay or 
some other of the many good golfers 
who will gather here from all parts of 
the state to this, probably the biggest

Wimbledon, England, June 30.—(AP)—Three of the most bitter 
five-set battles the great crowds of Wimbledon ever have seen today put 
Big Bill Tilden, ace of American courts, and two of France’s great 
triumvirate, Rene La Coste and Jean Borotra, into the “final eight’ of 
the unofficial world singles championships. 


In marked contrast to the fierce 
strife on the men’s courts, Miss 
Helen Wills, now definitely accepted 
as “Cannonball” to her British public, 
dropped three “courtesy” games to 
Mrs. M. Holcroft Watson, steadiest 
of the English women, before settling 
into stride and qualifying for the 
semi-finals of the women’s singles by 
scores of 6-3, 6-0. 

Tilden Blocks Way. 

Winding up the first week of the 
championship play, Borotra and La- 
coste headed the French team that 
qualified for five of the eight places 
in the final bracketing and found only 
smiling John Hennessey, Indianapolis 
youth, and the Italian nobleman, Bar- 
on De Morpurgo, standing with ‘Til- 
den in the way of a final march to 
the ehampionship.

Monday 
night, with a total poundage of slightly 
over 185 pounds, was a record breake 
ing trip.

In addition to the 
mail going through here to Houston 
the incoming and outgoing mail 
showed increases due to the recent ef- 
forts of Postmaster F..K. Large and 
various Atlanta businessmen to en- 
courage the use of the air mail.

“The average motorist of today fig- | 
ures on keeping his automobile for at 
least two years,” says Mr. Watson. | 
“This is accounted for by the fact | 
that present-day motor care do not} 
grow old and shoddy-looking as rap- 
idly as they used to, and their lines 
do not become obsolete as quickly as 
the designs of the past. 

“Better cars and better roads are 
responsible for the longer usage of to- 
day's automobiles. Automotive engz- 
neers are not entirely responsible for 
the present degree of perfection found 
in motor cars. Most of us can re- 
member when practically all the main 
highways were of dirt. But now it is 
possible to travel thousands of miles 
over asphalt or concrete, with hardly 
a rough spot to mar our journey. Au- 
tomobiles that now stand up for sev- 
eral seasons could not possibly have 
done so ten or fifteen years ago.” 

The asphalt pavement, according to 
Mr. Watson, is anything but a mod-, 
ern invention, but dates back to an- 
cient Babylon. It may even go back 
farther than that, for Nebuchadnez- 
gar is said to have erected a tablet on 
a paved road requesting his subjects 
to “traverse this street in joy.’’ 
Pompeii boasts today the remnants of 
asphalt sidewalks, and records prove 
that Pompeii was the first to crown 
her asphalt streets and raise the cen- 
ter*to permit drainage.

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INSTALLMENT BUYING 
PRAISED BY DENNY 


Were it not for the economically 
sound basis attained by installment 
buying of automobiles and the in- 
crease, year by year, in the number 
of purchases on the payment plan, 
the United States might boast of 
scarcely more than half of its present 
gigantic total of 25,000,000 motor 
cars, 

In fact, the system of installment 
buying, although condemned by a few 
as an unhealthy economic condition, 
is now generally regarded as one of 
the underlying factors in the unprece- 
dented prosperity of America, it is 
pointed out by W. C. Denny, vice- 
presidest of the Marmon Atlanta Mo- 
tor coinpany. Millions of sales of au- 
tomolmies on payments certainly fiave 
played no small part in the growth 
of motor car manufacture to tirst 
place in the industrial category, Mr 
Denny added, 

“In pureha@sing a car on deferred 
payments,” he continued, “the Ameri- 
can citizen merely taking advan- 
tage of the same credit privileges aa 
are enjoyed by the Jarge.t industries 
and business houses, Credit, of course. 
is the very essence of business, and 
there is no reason why the opportn- 
nity to exere?se this fundamental in- 
stitution should not be extended to the 
individual automobile buyer. By sim- 
ply dividing his sum of indebtedness 
into a certain number of equal parts, 
the purchaser is enabled to distribute 
the burden of the cost in proportion 
to the receipt of his income—hence 
the term installment buying. ” 

“Purchasing of motor cars on the 
time payment plan was _ instituted 
some ten years ago and has increased 
by leaps and bounds each year. Now, 
it is estimated that more than 60 per 
cent of the total automobile buyers 
make their purchases on the install- 
ment plan and, contrary to the belief 
of some, approximately one-third of 
the high-priced cars are sold by this 
system. In the medium-price field 
the percentage of installment sales 
amounts to between 55 and 60 per 
cent of the total.

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FLEA INFESTATION 
DOES BIG DAMAGE 


Damage inflicted on the cotton crop 
in certain sections of Georgia by the 
cotton flea is assuming serious pro- 


portions, according to a_ statement 
made Saturday by E. Lee. Worsham, 
state entomologist. 

Reports reaching the office of Mr. 
Worsham show the flea is active in 
several Georgia counties, the latest 
infestations being reported from 
Toombs and Putnam counties. 

“The pest presents a serious menace 


lar because it attacks the bottom crop 
of bolls on the cotton plant on which 
the producer must depend for a safe 
crop under boll. weevil conditions,” 
Mr. Worsham said. “In view of the 
fact that the cotton crop is three 
weeks or more late this season it is 
extremely important that the farmers 
exert every effort to save the bottom 
crop.” 

Mr. Worsham said boll weevil in- 
festation appears to be general 
throughout all of the state south of 
Atlanta. Cotton growers can 
the boll weevil and the cotton flea 
with one poison preparation ‘and at 
one operation, Mr. Worsham _ ex- 
plained. This can be done by mixing 
superfine sulphur, used for combat- 
ing the flea, with calcium arsenate, 
the boll weevil poison.

Final tribute to Morris Rich, 81- 
year-old pioneer Atlanta merchant who 
died*¥ riday, will be paid at 11 o’clock 
this morning when funeral ri‘:s are 
held in the chapel of Sam Greenberg 
and company with Dr. David Marx 
officiating. Mr. Rich's nephews will 
act as pallbearers and interment will 
be in Oakland cemetery. 

The story of the career and the 
achievements of the founder of M. 
Rich and Brothers company reads like 
a romance. The splendid department 
store at the corner of Broad and Ala- 
bama streets stands as a monument 
to the energy and wisdom of the man 
who started life in this country as a 
penniless immigrant boy. 

Born in Kashau, Hungary, Morris 
Rich came to this country at the age 
of 13 with no resources except his in- 
telligence and a will to succeed. He 
worked for a time in Cleveland, Ohio, 
then moved southward to Chattanooga. 
where he had a small store of his own 
for a time. Next he operated a store 
in Albany, but recognizing. the poten- 
tialities of Atlanta he came to this 
city more than 60 years ago. 

Borrowing a sum of money from a 
brother to set up his first business 
venture here, he opened the first store 
to bear his name. Always progres- 
sive, he steadily forged ahead and ex- 
panded his holdings step by step until 
he built the present large establish- 
ment. 

With remarkable foresight he con- 
sisteutly was able to see the worth 
of various innovations in merchandis- 
ing methods and as a result was many 
times one of the first of southern mer- 
chants to introduce improvements. 
His was the first store to adopt the 
modern idea of departments, the first 
to beautify his buildings with large 
plate-glass windows and one of the 
first to do away with the old ideas 
of barter and to substitute a set and 
definite scale of prices. 

At the time of his retirement, 
about a year ago, Mr. Rich had com- 
pleted more than sixty years as the 
guiding spirit of one of the largest 
and oldest of southern merchandising 
institutions.

GOOLIDGE ENCOURAGED 
ABOUT PEACE PACT 


Superior, Wis., June 30.—(P)— 
President Coolidge feels optimistic 
enough about the anti-war negotiations 
now pending between the United 
States and 14 foreign powers to believe 
that a draft treaty to this effect will 
be ready for senate ratification next 
December. 

Mr. Coolidge has not had opportuni- 
ty for detailed consultation with Secre- 
tary of State Kellogg as to the recep- 
tion afforded to the latter’s last note 
on this question by the other powers. 
Nevertheless, he believes that progress 
so far has been sufficiently promising 
to asssure conclusion of a pact this 
summer, 

In this last note Secretary Kellogg 
proposed a definite draft treaty where- 
by the signatory nations would re- 
nounce war as an instrument of 
national policy and would obligate 
themselves never to seek the solution 
of future international complications 
except by peaceful means. 

This concrete proposal, which was 
addressed to Great Britain, France, 
yermany, Italy, Japan, Belgium, Po- 
land, among others was accompanied 
by explanations as to its scope and 
functioning. The right to legitimate 
self-defense was left untouched, and 
the right of freedom of action by sig- 
natories as regards any other signatory 
which might break the covenant, was 
also established. In addition the exist- 


ing framework of defense treaties in |* 


Eurdpe and elsewhere and obligations 
deriving from the covenant of the 
League of Nations were protected. 
Negotiations to conclude a definite 
agreement along these lines as soon as 
possible are being pushed vigorously; 
it is understood here, by the state de- 
partment.

“T don’t know when the campaign 
will begin or what territory it will 
cover,’ the governor said, “but I do 
know that I will talk to the Ameri- 
can people just as I’ve talked to the 
people of my own state in past cam- 
paigns.”* 

And the way he has talked to New 
Yorkers, his intimates say, is to tell 
them what he plans to do if he is 
elected, to give them in plain fan- 
suage a picture of how he hopes to 
help them, and not to “run down the 
other fellow,” so that he may seem 
desirable by comparison. 

“What he will do when he starts 
campaigning,” one man close to the 
governor in past political battles said, 
“ig just to lay before the people how 
he thinks he can act, so as to make 
the U. S. A. a little better place to 
live in. 

No “Canned Speeches.” 


There will be no “canned speeches,” 
this man said, and there will be no- 
body telling the governor what to say. 
He will figure out for himself exactly 
what he believes he can accomplish if 
he is elected and he will state his case 
in his own language for the approval 
of the voters.

New York, June 30.—(?)— Mixed 
price movements in today’s stock mar- 
ket reflected largely the usual week- 
end readjustment of speculative ac- 
counts. 

These evening-up sales were heavier 
than usual because of the departure of 
many traders on extended holiday 
trips. Trading was in fairly large vol- 
ume for a summer half holiday ses- 
sion, the day’s sales aggregating 763,- 
VOO shares. 

Seven and eight per cent call money 
this week aroused less fear than the 
6 1-2 per cent rate a few weeks ago, 
probably because the recent trend of 
brokers’ loans has been downward 
whereas a month ago the establish- 
ment of new high records was a week- 
ly occurrence. 

Loans Aid Bells. 

Brokers’ loans have dropped: more 
than $400,000,000 in the last three 
weeks. This decline, coupled with 
expectations of a huge reinvestment 
demand next month through the dis- 
tribution of more than $600,000,000 
in dividend and interest payments, has 
had a bullish effect on sentiment. 


Favorable overnight developments 
in the Chrysler-Dodge and Studebaker- 
Pierce Arrow combinations brought 
fresh buying into the motor group. 


Chrysler ran up more than 3 points 
to 74 1-4, Mack Trucks climbed 4 1-4 


to 96 1-2 and General Motors climbed |, 


2 points higher to 190. Substantial 
gains also were recorded by Dodge 
Bros. preferred, and preferred certifi- 
cates. Hupp dropped 1 1-2 points to 
5S on the traditional “selling on the 
good news” following the recent an- 
nouncement of a higher cash dividend.

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Chicago, June 30.—(/)— Intensified 
unfavorable harvest conditions for do- 
mestic wheat, with reported large pur- 
chases of Argentine wheat by Russia, 
led to decided upturns today in wheat 
values here. Better weather for corn 
and talk of probable increased receipts 
turned the corn market down grade. 

Closing quotations on wheat were 
nervous, 17-8 to 21-2e net higher. 
Corn finished 5-8e to 17-Se off, oats 
unchanged to 7-Se lower, and. provi- 
sions varying from 22c decline to a 
rise of 12¢. 

Renewal of unwelcome rains in Kan- 
sas and elsewhere southwest making 
further delay to harvest operations ae 
certainty and implying serious damag 
to the quality of grain did much to 
lift wheat from the outset. Further 
impetus to buy was received from u's- 
patches saying that at some Kansas 
points the total moisture precipitation 
in the last month-has been more than 
21-2 times the early averge. 

Supplementing the bullish effect of 
adverse harvest reports, word came 
that that 1,100,000 bushels of Argen- 
tin wheat had been bought for Rus- 
sia, cleaning up stocks at Antwerp 
and Rotterdam. Besides, Wi innipeg 
advices said that European continen- 
tal houses were active buyers of wheat 
future deliveries. Export sales of 
490,000 bushels of Canadian wheat 
were also noted. Meanwhile, indica- 
tions peinted to further unsettled 
weather in this country, and official 
mention is made of black rust in north- 
west Kansas counties. On the other 
hand, rains in Nebraska were consid- 
ered beneficial, and the Canadian ron 
appeared to be making gootl prog 

Liquidating sales on the part a 
holders of July corn contracts were 
a feature in the corn trade.

Acceptances Aid Business 


By Extending Bank Credit 


BY ROBERT H. BEAN. 


Executive Secretary, American 
ceptance Council. 

New York, June 30.—(#)—One of 
the most important developments in 
credit granting in the past 14 years 
has been the authorization, use and 
expansion of bankers’ dollar accept- 
ances. 

With the passage of the federal re- 
serve act in 1914 member banks were 
given the privilege of accepting 
drafts drawn upon them for the pur- 
pose of financing the importation or 
exportation of goods, the shipment of 
goods within the United States and 


Ac- 


the storage of certain kinds of readily | 


marketable staples such as cotton, 
wool, leather. oil and grains. 
Relief from Credit. 

The purpose was to relieve the 
banks of heavy credit demands re 
quiring cash by giving them an in- 
strument that involved the use of a 
bank’s credit rather than its funds. 
Its adoption gave American banks 
an opportunity to finance with doi- 
lar acceptance credits a great part 
of the commerce of this country form- 
erly settled by cash loans or credits 
payable in sterling on London. 

Through the application of sound, 
conservative principles the system oi 
acceptance credits has been quietly 
and steadily developed until there is 
at present more than $1,000,000,000 
of bankers’ acceptances issued and 
outstanding in the hands of inves- 
tora. About G7 per cent of this total 
finances imports and exports, 15 per 
cent domestic shipments and storage 
and 18 per cent the movement of goods 
between two foreign countries and to 
create dollar egchange. 

So carefully have the principles in- 
suring safety and liquidity been ad- 
hered to that with a grand total of 
more than $60,000.000,000 reprerent- 
ed by more than 500,000 pieces, there 
is hardly a single case on récord in 
more than ]4 years when the ac- 


\ceptance was not promptly retired at 


maturity. No other form of oblig: 
tion in the field of credit, with the ox: 
ception Of government securities, has 
such a record of safety for the in- 
vyestor. 

Since November, 1927, the out- 
standing total of acceptances has ex- 
ceeded $1,000,000,000, averaging for 
the same period in 1926-27. This 
great total represents the acceptance 
business of about 175 principal banks, 
bankers, foreign banking corporations 
and the American agencies of foreigna 
banks. 

Well-Equipped. 

These institutions have especialiy 
equipped and well-managed depart- 
ments to take care of this particular 
business aud comprise the best known 
banking establishments in the coun- 
try, with names as the acceptors of 
drafts that warrant immediate eale 


Lat the choicest rate. 


The growth of the acceptance busi- 
nese has resulfed in the organization 
of discount houses for the express pur- 
pose of buying and selling acceptances. 
There are at present six principal 
dealers in the New York market, 
carrving at all times a substantial 
portfolio of bills purchased from the 
investing public and federal reserve 
banks, in whose portfolio of earning 
assets a heavy volume of acceptances 
is always carried.

Every investor should arrange the 
maturities of his bonds so that ho 
part will fall due in 
in the same 
general period. There may be excep- 
tions to this rule, and I will tell of 
them later—but first let me explain 
its usual application. 

Suppose you have chosen bonds, all 
of which mature at about the same 
time, When that time comes, it might 
be very unfavorable for reinvestment. 
It might be a time when bond prices 
were very high—or when business 


i conditions were unsettled—making it 


difficult to reinvest with confidence. 
Conditions Favorable. 


Now, you can see that if an in- 
yestor’s maturities were well distrili- 
uted, at least only part of his hold- 
ings would come up for reinvestment 
under such conditions. Very likely, at 
least an equal part of his holdings 
would mature at a better time—that 
is, when conditions for reinvestment 
were yery favorable, 

That is the principal reason tor 
planning your maturities with care. 
most of the average in- 
vestor’s bonds should be long term. +o

What part of one’s total holdinzs 
should be short or medium term d- 
pends altogether on the investor's sit- 
uation and to some extent on existing 
ronditions in the money market. Some 
investors might find it desirable to 
put a large part of their funds ina 
shorter term bonds. Some might even 
want to confine their selections wholly 
to such issues. Let me explain why. 

Plan Ahead of Time. 

Suppose, for instance, it is your aim- 
bition to some day buy an interest in 
the business where you are employed 
—or to go into business for yourself. 
Or, suppose you have children who, 
ten years from now, will be ready for 
college. To meet any of these situa- 
tions you will have to plan ahead. It 
is all-important that you should he 
able to convert your investments into 
cash when you will need it. To ac- 
complish this, you ean do either of 
two things: you can buy readily sale- 
able long term bonds, the maturities 
of which run beyond the date of your 
need: or you can buy shorter teria 
issues, the maturities of which coin- 
cide with the time when you know 
you will want your money. 

Either course will probably protect 
you adequately, but there is more un- 
certainty about the price you would 
get for long term bonds if you de- 
sired to convert them into cash, If 
they are good bonds you could always 
sell them. but under unfavorable mar- 
ket conditions you might have to sell 
them for less than you counted on. 

Sell Bonds During War. 

That happened, for instance, to po- 
ple who found it necessary to dispose 
of bond holdings during the world 
war. Hence, the advantage of having 
at least some part of your bonds ma- 
ture at about the time you anticipate 
the need of money, is that the full 
amount of principal is then due you. 

That doesn’t mean that most of us 
should put all of our money into 
bonds of early maturity. The reverse 
is more nearly true for the average 
investor. The point I wish to empha. 
size is the importance of a definite 
relationship between your needs and 
your maturities,

Mrs. J. B. Par- 
ham, chairman, reports a number of 
articles sent to the papers, a district 
serap book is kept and when the clubs 
do not send clippings Mrs. Parham 
goes to the local paper and goes 
through the exchanges and gets them.

to local papers, county and district 
meetings reported in full to the Au- 
gusta Chronicle, officia] organ of the 
district.

Mrs. Mays Issues Instructions 


On C. of C. Chapter Organization 


Mrs. R. W. Mays, of Jackson, 
state organizer of the Children of the 
Confederacy, issues the following ar- 
ticle regarding organization of chap- 
ters in the Georgia division, She 
says: 
“Those eligible to membership are 
boys and girls from infancy to 18 
years of age, who are lineal descend- 
ants or nieces or grand-nieces or 
nephews or grand-nephews, of men 
and women who honorably served the 
Confederate States of America. Every 
child shall fill if possible, or leader 
shall fill for them, three application 
papers, using the uniform blanks, set- 
ting forth his or her claim to mem- 
bership, the same to be approved by 
the parent chapter, United Daughters 
of the Confederacy, and forwarded to 
the state director, Mrs. W. H. Mce- 
Kenzie, of Montezuma, Ga. After 


proper enrol{ment one copy shall be 
filed with the chapter leader, one 
with the division director, and one 
with the director general. 

“Every applicant must send 
cents with application to division di- 
rector, for a certificate of member- 
ship, which is furnished by the third 
vice president general. Application 
blanks may be ordered from the state 
organizer, Mrs. R. W. Mays, Jackson, 
Ga., at one cent each. Add eight cents 
per hundred postage. In filling out 
application blanks the connecting 
lineage link between the Confederate 
ancestor and application must. be 
given by names. If two veterans can- 
not be had to recommend the paper in| 
their company and regiment, then the | 
applicant with his or her mother or 
chapter leader must go before a no- 
tary public and sign the papers. If 
two veterans cannot be had to rec- 
ommend applicant for membership, 
then the signature of one veteran will 
be accepted.

READ of the debate over 
the mscripti®n for the new 
library at Louvain. it re- 
cords the fact that the old 
building, with. its priceless 
books, was destroyed by the 

Germans in war-madness and that the 
restoration, so far as such a loss can 
be repaired, is a gift from America. 
Now it is proposed to say only that 


the library was destroyed in war and 
restored In peace. 

However the debate may be de- 
cided, time will adopt the second ver- 
sion. The incident is now complete; 
the loss was not only for Belgium, but 
for the world, for Germany along 
with the rest of us, and the restora- 
tion is not a rebuke nor a monument 
to a stupid act, but a sign of faith in 


spirit and mind, of confidence that 
Stupidity is best combatted or ex- 
piated by renewed search after wis- 
dom and truth. The unique books 
canont be replaced, but we can return 
to the pursuit of learning, to the fair- 
mindedness of science, to the icholar- 
ly calm. What more could be desir- 
ed, for justice or for revenge than to 
demonstrate that the best of man Is 


invincible? With the dedication of 
the library we celebrate the victory of 
Belgium; in these halls hereafter age 
without griefs and youth without 
wounds will light the old lamps of 
knowledge and will ask the still un- 
answered questions of nature, of hu- 
man life and of God. 

It was the happy lot of Belgium in 
her temporary distress to become @ 
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symbol of those qualities which we 
believe imperishable—of courage, of 
patience, of dignity. Restored Lou- 
vain is now also a symbol, the con- 
sciousness of which prompted the in- 
scription. But just what the signifi- 
cance ‘is, we must wait a while to see 
adequately. We’can be sure only that 
it will not be narrow nor primarily 
related to the incidents of war. To 
dedicate even a battlefield raises it 
from an historical to a_ universal 
meaning. 

What Pericles said at the public 
funeral can still be easily understood, 
though we must consult a book to re- 
call what battle those young Ath- 
enians died in and what issues were 
at stake. Lincoln’s speech -is_ self- 
contained in its immortality; ‘we may 
in time forget what Gettysburg at the 
moment meant to north and south. 
At the dedication of Louvain’s new 
library will some tell us what this re- 
building means? Will words be there 
spoken which will come to mind 
whenever we visit the city, which will 
make the city a new term in human 
aspirations? 

We should have a Milton for ora- 
tor. No one better could speak for 
freedom and for the integrity of a 
small country. But in this case he 
might pass by the politiceal threat not 
only as a danger successfully resisted, 
but as a minor hurt; rather, he might 
tell us again what it is to destroy a 
good book. He would be expressing 
our inarticulate instinct. Here not 
lives were lost, but mere paper and 
parchment, manuscripts, old records, 
musty volumes; yet with no scholar’s 
knowledge of their contents we felt 
that more than life had been destroy- 
ed. He could translate our horror. 

“As good almost kill a man as kill 
a good book. Who kills a man kills 
a reasonable creature, God’s image, 
but he who destroys a good book kills 
reason itself, kills the image of God, 
as it were, in the eye. Many a man 
lives a burden to the earth, but a good 
book is the precious life blood of a 
master spirit, embalmed and treasur- 
ed up on purpose to a life beyond 
life. It is true no age can restore a 
life, whereof, perhaps, there is no 
great loss, the revolutions of ages do 
not often recover the loss of a re- 
jected truth, for the want of which 
whole nations fare the worse. We 
chould be wary, therefore, what per- 
secution we raise against the living 
labors of public men, how we spill 
that seasoned life of a man, presery- 
ed and stored up in books, since ‘ve 
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The Outer Hall of the University After the lire 


see a kind of homicide may be thus 
committed, sometimes a _martry- 
dom.” 

When Louvain was burned, we 
felt, without these great words, that 
the lifeblood of master spirits was 
spilled, and that in the conflagration 
some knowledge or truth, not yet suf- 
ficiently acquired, may have gone be- 
yond recovery. Revolutions of Ages 
have not sufficed to bring back -all 
that perished in the libraries of Alex- 
andria; what man has known and 
what man has almost 
learned and lost forever, may bear a 
staggering proportion to the sum of 
truth we now enjoy. 

Whoever had even a modest appe- 
tite for truth, understands that fever 
with which men dig in the sands, and 
around the roots of ancient cities, in 
the hope that some vestige yet un- 
destroyed may diminish a little our 
ignorance. Rich and overwhelming 
as our inheritance seems, as though 
there were already in the world too 
much to learn, yet in any field he who 
knows most deplores lost material, 
which to a scholar is lost opportunity. 

The inquiry after truth, however, 
is for most of us a privilege neglect- 
ed. Even the acquaintance of good 
books well within our understanding, 
we usually postpone. They may rest 
on our shelves, as ornaments proper 
to any home, and we have only to 
walk across the room and take them 
down, to be friends with some of the 
greatest of our race, yet not a few 
of us will leave those pages unlooked 
at till we die. 

The absorbing desire of a writer 
is to speak to his fellows; poets, 
saints, philosophers, scholars, all who 
prefer the way of the spirit to the sat- 
isfactions of sense, have cherished 
like Milton the hope of leaving some- 
thing hereafter ‘‘which the world 
would not willingly let die.” Most 
of us let them die. To leave them 
unread is to kill them. That they 
survive at all, is the work of the few, 
like-minded with them, who against 


- the lethargy natural to the body, are 


willing to take some pains to know 
what has been thought and felt by the 
best of mankind. 

When a storehouse of such 
neglected opportunity is suddenly an- 
nihilated, we must ask other men if 
much, after all, is lost. When they 
tell us that the ruin is immeasurable 
and irre~‘**>-'"e, cur snicitual con- 
rs ~ to feel sorely 


troubled. We are glad to restore what 
we can. It is an expiation of some- 
thing intimate and private in our- 
selves. 


To set so great a value on books 
will always seem to some men a folly. 
It would be absurd to think that the 
majority of people in Europe of 
America look upon the destruction of 


- Louvain as equally tragic with an 


earthquake or a flood, or will be as 
interested in its restoration as they 
are in the latest trans-Atlantic flight. 


The world has always been divided 
between the men who must know, 
who through knowledge hope to 
achieve, and the other men, far more 
numerous, who are content merely as 
they say to live—unaware that their 
living is conditioned by the ideas of 
the first group, whom they probably 
call impractical. Yet the minority 
who through knowledge accomplish 
anything in the world, never under- 
value the scholar who explores the 
frontier of knowledge for us all. 


The aviator crossing the ocean 
gets our attention. His respect proba- 
bly goes.to the man who made his 
plane or devised his engine, a genius 
who to our superficial interest is 
negligible; we do not stop to ask his 
name. He, if we knew him, could tell 
us the importance of Louvain. 


Such as he, not the mass of the 
people, have restored the library. For 
the rest of us, the majority of ex- 
cellent citizens who are not inquirers 
after truth, let us hope the orator at 
the dedication will bring a pious 
blanket of silence. Just as well for 
us that Milton! will not be there. He 
would probably repeat his opinion of 
us, Self-destined to spring up and 
perish like summer flies, ‘“‘heads with- 
out name, no more remembered.” 


I must. speak for my faith in uni- 
versities as well as in books. No 
doubt the orator at the dedication will 
draw his own inferences from the fact 
that this is a university library, a 
storehouse of learning to which men 
of all nations resort. Making every 
concession to those who suspect pro- 
fessors as such and admitting the 
pedantry which is the dry rot of 
scholarship, yet somé of us believe 
with all our hearts that the one in- 
terest which now unites the world is 
the desire for truth, the impartial and 
disinterested desire, as it is found in 
the purest scholarship, in the purest 
science. This is the form in our time 
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of man’s seeking after God. 

During the war, in spite of many 
relapses into narrow hates, it was 
scholarship more than anything that 
tried to remain international. We 
know that truth can be pursued only 
in the whole universe and with the 
help of alt minds, fram whatever an- 
cestry or corner. In the war we 
prayed to national gods, who took 
their chancé with our armies, but we 
used no national arithmetic and lack- 
ed the impudence to refer to a pa- 
triotic form of gravitation. 

Now that the battles are quiet we 
suspect more than ever that our 
knowledge in every field must depend 
on laws as universal as those of 
mathematics or physics, and to study 
them we must be at peace. We must 
consult with each other in sympathy 
and friendship. We must be free to 
come and go, wherever our material 
lies. We must be quick to aid a wiser 
man, to know a leader when we see 
one, even though he is not of our 
people. ‘ 

If the orator at Louvain says 
something of this sort, | hope he will 
resist the temptation to prophesy a 
Utopia or a millennium. He ought 
to add that though the one interest 
which now unites the world is the de- 
sire for truth, yet few have the desire, 
and the world is united by slender 
bonds. He might point out that man 
before our day has destroyed his own 
treasures, and if war comes again 
some of us will again go mad. He 
ought to say this, not only because 
it is true, but because it points to the 
meaning of all scholarship, to the 
significance of this and of all other 
such restorations. The dignity of the 
pursuit of truth is greater, not less, 
because so many of us do not take it 
as seriously as we should. 

If we were all awake in our minds 
we should see that the desire to know 
is aS Sane as the desire for food; in a 
perfectly sane world we should de- 
serve no more credit for one hunger 
than for the other. In the parable the 
wise virgins were after all merely act- 
ing tn their own best imterests. But 
since the world isn’t sane and the 
mind is largely despised, to pursue 
truth, to seek learning, to build uni- 
versities or to restore them, is an act 
of faith, of faith in a universe of 
truth, faith in the yet unawakened 
minds about us, faith in an ultimate 
conquest of our own stupidity, faith 
that the mortal feelings which burn 
to destroy may be converted into 
light. |

Midway between Voltaire, who 
fathered .analytic deductive fiction, and 
Edgar Allan Poe, who developed it to 
perhaps as high a point as any of his 
modern followers, stands Eugene Fran- 
cois Vidocg, who wrote, in 1827, the 
first volume of actaul detective ex- 
periences. Vidocq thus occupies a 
unique as well as a high place in the 
evolution of the modern detective story 
and no collection of mystery stories 
would be complete without something 
from one who contributed to the early 
development of this form _of literature. 


N so populous a capital as 
that of Paris there are usual- 
ly a vast many places of bad 
resort- at which assemble 
persons of broken fortune 
and ruined fame. In order

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HE theater in Moscow is no place for the 

tired business man. This docs not matter 

one way or another to the native Moscovite, 
as there are no business men in Moscow. or in 
all the Soviet Republic, for that matter. 

Every one works for the government. There is 
no commerce. The few who attempt private en- 
terprise and declare their income are taxed out 
of existence and those who have tred to avoid 
taxation are mostly in prison. 

The prisons have their theaters, too, but the 
“tired business men” there are no louger tired. 
There is no uncertainty about the outcome, of 
their business deals. They work the regulation 
eight hours per day and draw ‘their pay each week. 
So the mental strain occasioned by business wor- 
ries is removed both in and out o1 prison, and there 
is no class of men who crave leg shows, sex or 
crime plays in the way of an evening's relaxation. 

In no city in the world are people working 
harder than’'in Moscow. Every one is assured of 
a living wage, and there is no opport: nity of earn- 
ing more. There is a difference in salaries be- 
tween the most capable and the virtually incapable, 
but the amount is slight compared to our American 
standards. A talented man or woman in Moscow 
ranks above his confrere, as in America, but his 
recompense is in prestige and esteem rather than 
limousines, country homes, ete. Consequently, 
when night comes around, a Russian is in a con-

(Bolshoya) is “The Red Poppy,” a Chinese subject, 
done to idealize the revolution of the Soviet Re- 
public’s gigantic yellow neighbor. _ 

There are still clowns in the government cir- 
cus, but even the nonsense of the clowns is used 
to impress the people with the futility of nonsense. 

For the visitor to Mogcow the theater is an ex- 
pensive proposition. Top price seats at the jarge 
theaters are twelve roubles (six dollars). But this 
is for capitalistic foreigners or Russians who are 
not Communists. The same seats will cost a 
Communist, whose income at the very highest is 
limited to 250 roubles a month, two roubles. Fur- 
thermore, if a Communist happens to be a work- 
man and provider of a large .amily, he simply ap- 
plies to the chief of his factory for a tickct or 
tickets to a performance, and these are supplied 
free. So there is a “full nouse” at every per- 
formance. But theater discipline is very strict. 
No one has the ancient privilege of coming in late, 
bruising the knees and occasionally falling into 
the laps of those who arrived on time. 
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The children of Moscow pay nothing to: gv to 
the theaters. There are two theaters devoted ex- 
clusively to child audiences. It is one school this 
afternoon and another to-morrow. Only their

It is characteristic of these Russian children 
that, one Sunday afternoon, when the manage- 
ment permitted me to take a flashlight from the 
stage, not one of them closed his eyes in anticipa- 
tion of the flash. They regarded me, my camera, 
the blinding light, as they do life in general, with 
wide open eyes. 

The Soviet theater is actually prudish. The 
Puritan elders in New England were never more 
severe in their regulations about a woman's body 
being covered. Still, the authorities permit public 
nude bathing in the Moscow River by both ‘sexes.

Of course, as the plav progresses 
from night to night, it writes itself 
and, in a way, the public comes in 
for its share of the final and finished 
version. Lines that do not get the 
proper response from the audience 
are changed at will by the actors, 
and it is not uncommon for one in 
the audience to shout a line to an 
actor. 

It is a free-for-all battle of wits, 
and has the thrill of a courtroom 
Scene with an important witness on 
the stand and the audience the jury. 

“The grand old man” of the Mos- 
cow theater is Stanislavsky. Despite 
the fact that elegance is’ frowned 
upon these days in Moscow, Stanis- 
lavsky himself, his staff,: his artists, 
his theater and even his stage door 
radiate a dignity and _ refinement 
which closely resemble elegance. 

His productions are so sumptuous- 
ly staged and such a feast for the eye 
and the senses that no theater merely 
“advanced,” “ultra-modern” or ‘‘ec- 

sic’ can annvroach them.

Stanislavsky is of the old school. But 
he has not hesitated to keep up with 
the procession, and, in fact, lead it 
in many instances whenever he has 
evolved new procedure in stagecraft. 

I doubt if any other producer 
coud present Maeterlinck’s “Blue 
Bird’ in Moscow, in apparent defi- 
ance of the principles of communism 
when the theme teaches no more 
than the search for happiness. 

But I gathered that Stanislavsky 
and his work is considered by all 
creeds of political belief to be some- 
thing apart—too much of an art to 
be considered in any light except art. 


“The Blue Bird” in theme is not 


only a departure from the prevailing 


spirit of New Russia, which discour- . 


ages any effort that does not tend to- 
ward the developmenit of a new type 
of people, but it is also an exception 
to the rule that youth has no place 
on the stage of finished art. 

During the time when Russia was 
more chic, but less interesting, Meyer- 
hold was the court director of the im- 
perial theater, and put on the specta- 
cles in St. Petersburg for the eyes of 
the late emperor and his court. But 
always in the back of Meyerhold’s 
head was a desire to direct his talent 
in some way that would benefit the 
Russian people. Along about Oc- 
tober, 1917, when the czar went out 
of the theatrical business, Meyerhold 
got his chance. He went to Moscow, 
where ever since he has been produc- 
ing plays after a fashion quite his 
own. 

The theater is known as the ‘‘Mey- 
erhold Theater,” and one might 
imagine it belonged to him. But it 
doesn’t. It belongs to the govern- 
ment. And the government belongs 
to the workers. And if the workers 
couldn’t get qut props for a visiting 
photographer there was no one else 
to appeal to. 

In short, when it comes down to 
the last analysis, the biggest men in 
Russia have to look to the workers 
before they can do anything. 

Censorship, in the strict meaning 
of the word, is not carried on to a 
great extent in Moscow theaters be- 
cause no one would dream of puiting 
on army sort of a show at present 
which would have no bearing’ on 
mental deveiopment. lf anyone 
should, by some freak chance, get so 
far as to fiave rehearsed and pre- 
sented, say, a Ziegfeld Follies, the 
astonished representatives of the red 
army would just have enough time to 
ring down the curtain before they 
fainted. The punishment the pro- 
ducer woud receive would be more 
likely his inz.«ceration in a lunatic 
asylum. rather. {nap a, tail sen.

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HEN justice tackles a crime in 
which the personal element 
is lacking, then justice is in 
for some rough going. One

the Bronx on Memorial day last year. 

The affair happened in broad day- 
light, in a rather crowded section of 
the city, but because of the nature of 
the crime, the authorities cGuld make 
but liftle headway. Justice had to 
make its way through a fog of preju- 
dice, with each faction accusing Ahe 
Other at every turn. The result was 
that justice got quite lost, and as the 
case stands today no one has been 
punished. 

True, two men were after 
many months in jail. The state pro- 
duced eyewitnesses, but one of the 
witnesses proved a_ disappointment. 
The defendants won their freedom 
largely on alibis.

Bronx last year were apparently po- 
litical, though they had nothing what- 
ever to do with the politics or gov- 
ernment of the United States. They 
were the outgrowth of the intense 
hostility between Italian Fascisti and 
anti-Fascisti, and were preceded by a 
series of violent outbreaks extending 
Over several years. 

To Americans such extremes of 
hostility over political issues may 
seem rather silly but we must under- 
stand that Italy of late years has been 
going through something in the na- 
ture of a revolution. Immense re- 
forms have been effected under the 
stern leadership of Benito Mussolini. 
It has been in the nature of things 
that bitter clashes should oceur. 

Tiree years ago, for instance, dur- 
ing a celebration honoring the mem- 
ory of General Garibaldi in New 
York, the opposing forces engaged in 
a pitched battle, and last spring, very 
shortly before the Memorial day as- 
Sassinations, there were frequent 
clashes. 

Some Advice. 

One of the riots last year occurred 
on March 20 tn Port Chester, N. Y., 
which is a few miles north of the New 
York city limits. Members of the 
local Fascisti had met at’ a _ hall to 
make arrangements for a welcome to 
Commander Francesco Pinedo, Italian 
aviator, on his arrival in New York. 
Another group, supposedly anti-Fas- 
cisti, met in another hall. 

The outcome of these two meet- 
ings ‘was-a riot-in which ten citizens

“Repeating Some Advice,” a New 
York newspaper made the following 
editorial comment: 

“We've said this before, but 
events of last Sunday call for an 
echo of the previous remarks. 
Meaning the Fascist-anti-Fascist 
fight in Brooklyn, which got one 
m:n stabhed, two men arrested,

Both these men were war veterans, 
the former having served in the 
United States army and Amoroso in 
the Italian army. 

Amoroso was a block behind the 
others when they reached the station.

Carisi, too, fell behind. When the 
others went up to the stairs of the 
“L” station, he stopped at the bot- 
tom to buy an Italhan newspaper.

Amoroso had been walking along 
the street unaware of the fate that 
had overtaken Carisi. He was neare 
ing the station when the secom{ 

Before 
Amoroso could move the man pro- 
duced a knife and stabbed him once. 
The blade entered the left side just 
above the heart but did not inflict a 
Severe wound. 

The man seemed to sense this at 
once, for he whipped a revolver from 
a hip pocket and shot Amoroso 
through the heart. 

We know all this from the testi- 
mony of Giacomo Caldora, presi- 
dent of the Duce Fascist alliance of 
585 East 187th street, which had 
split away from the Fascist league. 
Caldora, across the street at the time, 
witnessed the killing and shouted for 
He did not run after the slayer, 
fearing he would be attacked himself. 
the murderer ran into Arthur ave- 
nue, which is the center cf a district 
largely populated by Italians, and in 
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Greco, with his mother, Mrs. Vita Greco, and sister, Angelina Tomasino. 


and a couple of dozen heads 
caressed with loaded canes. 

‘The bulk of peaceable Italian 
people in America are not profit- 
ing by these battles. Hotheads 
and their antics get into the 
newspapers much more promi- 
nently than solidly respectable 
people and their quiet industry. 
The public tends to forget the 
solid ones—who are in the great 
majority—and to conelude that 
all Italians will fight at the drop 
of a hat over a piliticat battle 
going on across the ocean. 
about no more Fascist 
parades until the innocent by- 
Stander can be ‘assured that 
‘Viva Mussolini!’’ won’t be said 
to him with a brick!”

As subsequent developments prov- 
ed, that.was excellent advice. 

In the week before the Memorial 
day parade, radical Italian journals 
warned supporters of Mussolini not 
to participate in the procession. To 
an ardent Fascist, however, a warn- 
ing amounts to a challenge. 

On the morning of May 30 a 
group of some fifteen Fascisti set out 
from the Bronx for the headquarters 
of the Fascist League of North Amer- 
ica, located at 145 West 45th Street, 
Manhattan. They had gathered short- 
ly before 8 o’clock at a Bronx :chap- 
ter of the league at 606 East 187th 
Street. After all had appeared, the 
men started for the 183d street sta- 
tion of the Third avenue elevated. 
Among them were Joseph Carisi, 39, 


the ahu-i.ccisi—stepped trom a 
post near the entrance of a resiau- 
rant rear by, about half a block from 
the base of the stairs. One of the 
men looked in the direction of Carisi 
and started running toward him, -at 
the same time pulling a knife from his 
sleeve. 

Unaware of Fate. 

turned at the sound of the 
paitering feet. He had no time to 
escape. As the long knife gleamed 
in his face, he shouted for help to 


his companions. With lightning 
Swiftness the knife descended. Carisi 
was stabbed twenty-one times, most- 
ly in the neck and back. 

The assassin tecned 
Carisi’s companions 
down the stairs. He ran west on 
183d street and into Bathgate ave- 
nue, which runs north and south. The 
men gave chase, but when they 
reached the corner the street was

the confusion that followed the re- 
port.of the gun, he made his escape. 

As for descriptions of the as- 
sasins, apparently only _ fleeting 
glimpses of the two had been obtain- 
ed. It was announced, however, that 
from Caldora and several of the 
Fascist group the police had ‘‘pieced 
together a fair description of the men 
sought.” 

Carisi and Amoroso had seemingly 
been inconspicuous cogs in the Fas- 
cist machine but in death they were 
accorded honors that come only to 
national heroes and martyrs. On the 
day of the funeral flowers overflow- 
ed the rooms of the Fascist headquar-

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ters in the Bronx and were piled along 
the sidewalk for a solid block. Among 
them were-a six-foot high horseshoe 
design from Premier Mussolini and a 
huge bouquet from Queen Helen of 
Savoia. 

Subsequently the bodies were 
taken to Italy, placed in silver cas- 
kets, and given a state burial. 

And now we come to the attempt 
of justice to fix the responsibility for 
these murders. 

During a raid on an anti-Fascisti 
newspaper on July -12 the police took 
into custody Donato Carillo, Calo- 
gero Greco and five other anti-Fas- 
cisti. Several days later Carillo and 
Greco were indicted for the Memorial 
day assassinations. They and their 
supporters held that it was a Fascist 
frame-up. The police asserted that 
witnesses had identified the two as 
the slayers. 

Local anti-Fascisti immediately be- 
gan to pile up a defense fund, and on 
October 3 Newman Levy, attorney 
for the pair, applied for a dismissal 
of the indictments. Levy stated that 
since Carillo and Greco had been ar- 
rested July 12 and had been in jail 
ever since, the indictments should be 
dismissed because of the prosecution’s 
lack of diligence in the case. 


District Attorney John E. McGee- 
han had consistently refused to set 
a date for the trial. He explained 
the delay by saying the police were 
seeking a third man in the murder 
conspiracy. 

Carlo Tresca, head of the Anti- 
Fascist alliance, said that “‘if the dis- 
trict attorney’s office would find that 
it has no case against these two men, 
and the police department should 
recognize that Casso (the detective 
who had made the arrests) is acting 
rather as a repfesentative of the Mus- 
solini government than in his capacity 
as a police officer of the city of New 
York. 

On November 7 Judge Albert 
Cohn set December 5 for the date 
of the trial. 

And a few days later it was an- 
nounced that Clarence © Darrow, 
America’s star criminal lawyer, would 
lead the defense. 

“We are not going to make the 
mistake that was made in the Sacco- 
Vanzetti case,’’ declared Flippo Gre- 
co, brother of the accused man. ‘“‘We 
are going ahead with our plans for 
an elaborate defense in court and 
with an appeal to the public here and 
abroad.”’ 

The trial opened December 9 be- 
fore Judge Albert Cohn in Bronx 
county court. Assistant District At- 
torneys Albert Henderson and Sam- 
uel Foley handled the prosecution 
and a bevy of legal lights were asso- 
ciated with Darrow. And back of 
the defense was the Greco-Carillo de- 
fense committee, numbering many 
well-known Americans, including 
Norman Thomas, the Rev. John 
Haynes Holmes, Upton Sinclair and 
Oswald Garrison Villard, editor of 
The Nation. 


Precautions Taken. 

In examining prospective jurors, 
Arthur Garfield Hays, counsel of the 
American Civil Liberties union, who 
took part with Darrow in the Scopes 
evolution trial, asked them not to 
conclude that because Darrow was 
heading the defense, the case was a 
difficult one. The jury was selected 
before the day was over, and Dar- 
row remarked that it was the fastest 
time in which he had ever secured 
a murder jury. 


Extraordinary precautions were 
taken by the police for the safety of 
all concerned in the trial, Bitter

“The Fascist league.’’ he asserted, 
“had these two defendants marked as 
adversaries of the Fascist regime. 
When this crime was committed the 
league had to get some one in or- 
der to maintain its prestige in Italy. 
Finally a charge of murder was lodg- 
ed against these two.” 

As the defendants were being tried 
for ‘he murder of Car:si only, the tes- 
timony was confined to this crime. 

The prosecution produced its eye- 
witness in Alexander Rocco, a Fascist 
organizer, who was one of the group 
mounting the stairs on the fatal 
morning. He identified both Carisi 
and Greco. He said that as he ap- 
proached the station he had seen 
Greco and others across the street. 
Greco, he said, had one hand in his 
pocket. 

He said that after some of the 
Fascisti had gone up the stairway he 
saw Carisi stop at the newsstand and 
buy a paper. Rocco said he himself 
had gone only two or three steps up 
the stairs when he saw Carisi, his 
hands and arms above his head, 
if in trouble.” 

“Men came running over,” he con- 
tinued. “I yelled three times. It 
was terrible. I saw Carisi slowly 
place his hands down over his left 
side and I saw that he had been ter- 
ribly cut. He fell to the sidewalk on 
his right side. Suddenly another man 
came running over. He turned Carisi 
over and stabbed him many times in 
the back. 1 started to run up the 
Stairs, calling for help. Then I ran 
down again. 

“I saw Greco, his hat off, running 
away. I saw him put his hat on 
again and pull it down over his head. 
Then I saw Carillo. He had left the 
body and started running along Third 
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delay, cried out, 
Down with you!” 

Scarcely had he said the word than 
he was vigorously attacked by a num- 
ber of men. Boudin and himself of- 
fered a desperate resistance. A brisk 
firing commenced—the balls whis- 
tled—and after a combat of several 
minutes the two assassins were seized, 
though not before several of the po- 
lice had been wounded. St. Ger- 
maine and his companion were like- 
wise hurt. 


For myself, as 1 took no part in 
the engagement, I was not likely to 
come to any harm. Nevertheless, 
that I might sustain my part to the 
end, I fell on the field of battle as 
though I had been mortally wounded. 

The next instant | was wrapped in 
a covering and in this manner con- 
veyed to a room where Boudin and 
St. Germaine were. The latter ap- 
peared deeply touched at my death.

Patrolman Francis G. Gleason had 
testified earlier that he was the first 
officer at the murder scene, and that 
the several names he had jotted down 
in his notebook were not the names 
of eyewitnesses but of persons who 
said they had arrived after the mur- 
ders. He said no one would admit 
he or she had seen. the crimes com- 
mitted. 
was that of Rocco. 

On cross-examination by 
the witness admitted that he had 
made a statement to an_ assistsant 
district attorney on the. evening of 
the crimes. After argument Darrow 
obtained the statement from Hender- 
son and had Hays read it to the jury. 

The statement described the man 
who had first stabbed Carisi as about 
six feet tall, very thin, about 35 years 
old and wearing a dark gray suit and 
brown cloth hat. Further along, the 
Same statement gave the height ‘of 
the stabber as ‘‘about five feet 10 
inches”’ and said that he had a long

face, the left side of which was “‘very . 


yellow.”’ 
Witness Not Sure. 

Both defendants were a little less 
than medium height and of stocky 
build. 

The other supposed eyewitness, 
whom the state had counted on as 
its strongest witness because he paid 
allegiance to neither the Fascist ner 
anti-Fascist factions, was Luigi Al- 
fano. He was a great disappoint- 
ment to the prosecution. He was 
kept on the stand through .an entire 
day of the questioning but he would 
not identify Greco and Carillo as the 
murderers. 

Alfano, 26-year-old peddler, was 
exhausted by the relentless fire of 
questions. In desperation he cried 
out to Henderson, “If you want me 
to say it is him, | will say it is him 
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He shed tears and it was necessary to 
employ force to remove him from 
what he believed to be my corpse. 

I cannot remember any event in my 
life which afforded me more real 
satisfaction than the taking of these 
two villains.

and I'll go away.” He said he didn’t 
want anything on his conscience, that 
he wasn’t sure, and that was all there 
was to it. 

The state rested its case on De- 
cember 16 and the defense, as one 
of its first witnesses, called Caldora, 
who asserted that neither of the de- 
fendants figured in the assassinations. 
The witness swore he had been of- 
fered $5,000 by the Fascisti to identi- 
fy a group of men he did not know 
as having been at the scene of the 
murders. Caldora denounced the 
Fascist league as a ‘“‘bunch of crim- 
inals.”’ 

Greco, testifying in his own behalf, 
stated he was just getting up in his 
Brooklyn home at 8 o’clock on the 
morning of the crimes, and that he 
remained in his home and in his shop 
until 11:30 o’clock. Eight eyewit- 
nesses corroborated his story. He 
said he knew nothing of the killings 
in the Bronx until he read about them 
In the papers. 

For Carillo, his wife testified that 
on the morning of May 30 her hus- 
band woke her up at about 7 o’clock 
in their home in Brooklyn and that 
he left the house sometime between 
7 and 7:45, while she was taking a 
bath. A neighbor testified that she 
saw Cariilo in front of the building 
at 7:30 o’clock. 

Darrow in his summation ridiculed 
the state’s case and pounded away at 
the idea that it was all a Fiscist 
frame-up. He asserted there was 
nothing to the case but an identifi- 
cation, “the foolishest, craziest, silli- 
est identification ever made.” 

“It you convict on this evidence,” 
he thundered, “then life is cheaper 
here than it is in Italy!” 

Henderson asked for a verdict of 
first degree murder. “You have 
listened to the great Clarence Dar- 
row, with his magic voice, his magic 
personality, which hawe many times 
hypnotized a jury into forgetting the 
facts,’”’ he said. “Il, representing the 
State, ask you to judge the facts and 
convict these defendants.” 

After deliberating. four hours the 
jury returned to hear again the tes- 
timony of Rocco and Alfano. They 
detiberated four hours more and then 
returned a verdict of not guilty. 

Afier five months and_ twelve 
days in jail, Greco and Carillo went 
back to their homes. And with that 
justice stopped trying to find the mur- 
derers of Joseph Carisi and Nicholas 
Amoroso.
